LITTLE AMERICA, Nov. 16.— 
(By Mackay Radio — Delayed) — 
Long sought evidence confirming 
the existence of the _ theoretical 
transcontinental passage dividing 
Antarctica was found by Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd in a flight of dis- 
covery yesterday. 

In the opinion of the explorer, it 
was probably the most important 
flight he has made. It meant to 
him the capture of a geographical 
prize on the first exploration at- 
tempt of the season. 

The discovery is likely to cause 
a radical revision of existing ideas 
of Antarctica’s structure if it does 
break the continent 
into two parts. 

Byrd thinks the discovery clearly 
identifies the extensive land masses 
to the eastward as insular groups 
isolated by water passages. 

In the flight Byrd was accom- 
panied by his crew of four, Chief 
Pilot Harold I. June, William Bow- 
lin, Kenneth L. Rawson and Radio 
Operator Clay Bailey. The flight 
took the explorer well to the south- 
east and east of Little America in 
six hours and 50 minutes. Byrd 
estimates he surveyed close to 50,- 
000 square miles of unknown areas.

STRICKEN ON TRAIN. 


On Way Home to Louis- 


| ville After Consulting | 


Doctor When End Comes | 
—60 Years Old. 


| By the Associated Press. 
| LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 17. 


Whitefoord R. Cole, president of the 
Louisville & Nashville 
died of heart disease today in his 
private car aboara the L. & N. Pan- 
American. He was 60 years old. 

Mr. Cole came here from New 
York last night and went to Nash- 
ville to visit his physician. He had 
been ill and complained today of 
pains in his chest. He was on his 
way home when stricken. 

A Negro porter who was with the 
railroad head when he collapsed, 
pulled the signal cord and stopped 
the train near Cave City, Ky. The 
conductor decided to go on to Cave 
City, where a doctor pronounced 
Mr. Cole dead. The train continued 
to Louisville with the body. 

A physician on the train said 
death apparently was caused by 
angina pectoris. 

Mrs. Cole, the former Mary Con- 
nor Bass of Nashville, met the train 
on its arrival, a few minutes after 
her son’s’ wife, Mrs. Whitefoord 
Russell Cole Jr., became the mother 
of an 8-pound boy. : 

Mr. Cole became president of 


Railroad, | 


the L. & N. in 1926. His father, 
Col. Edmund W. Cole, was presi- 
dent of the Nashville & Chattan- 
ooga Railroad during the Civil War. 
During the World War, the son was 
chairman of the board of that dine, 
now the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis, subsidiary of the L. & N. 

Mr. Cole succeeded the late W. 
N. Mapother as president of the L. 
& N. He was born Jan. 14, 1874, 
at Nashville, was graduated from 
the college of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity in 1894. At the age of 26 he 
was elected a director of his fath- 
er’s company. He became a direc- 
tor of the Louisville, Henderson & 
St. Louis, the Western of Alabama, 
the N. C. @& St. L., the ©. TL. & 
L. and several other railroads. He 
was a trustee of Brookings Insti- 
tute and head of the board of Van- 
derbilt University.

between the Queen Maud Mountain 
range and the southernmost peaks 
of the Edsel Ford range, on the 
coast of the Pacific quadrant. 

Byrd reported the weather clear 
and fine aloft during the 777-mile 
flight. 

The explorer discovered that be- 
tween the high land known to exist 
to the north and south, the surface 
of the barrier dipped substantially 
enough to convince him a long 
sought strait lay beneath the water- 
borne ice. In that vicinity he found 
the southern frontier of the high 
plateau. Swinging from this scene, 
he moved northwest into the inte- 
rior of Marie Byrd Land. What he 
saw during the flight convinced him 
the high masses of land rising 
along the coast are at least insular 
groups welded together by the uni- 
versal ice sheet, if not sufficiently 
extensive to comprise a continental 
passage. He believed they may be 
islands. 

More’ extended investigations 
must be made, the Admiral said, 
before his findings are crystallized. 

Physically Exhausted. 
The flight probably was Byrd’s 


| last, it was said, for some time, be- 


cause of the physical exhaustion 
brought about by his isolation at 
Bolling. He failed to make as rapid 
a recovery as was expected at Lit- 
tle America. The med al officer 
did not think it_wise for Byrd to 
make the trip, but the ship was 
ready and he cecided to go. 

On his return he was extremely 
tired, but jubi:.1t. He had taken 
the controls during a part of the 
flight. 

From the navigational point of 
view, Byrd said the flight was a 
notable demonstration of the value 


of the sun compass. 


It was the first major survey 
flight since last summer. Byrd and 
his crew of four had waited im- 
patiently for a month before the 
overcast sky cleared sufficiently 
yesterday. 

At 11 a. m., with the thermometer 
5 degrees below zero and visibil- 


ity good, the big multi-motored 
plane fl across the natural land- 
ing field_south of the camp and 


took off. 

Advance tractor and sledge par- 
ties, strategically situated along the 
triangular course of the flight, had 
reported favorable weather ahead. 
At 12:30 p. m. the Commander re- 
ported completion of the first leg 
of the trip, saying the ship Was 
swinging North for Mount Grace 
McKinley. His next report, at 3:46 
p. m., placed the plane 15 miles 
North of Grace McKinley Moun- 
tain, turning back toward the base, 
with 200 miles to go. 

Flight by Physicist. 

Earlier yesterday Pilot Ralph W. 
Smith of Frederickstown, O., ac- 
companied by Assistant Physicist 
Arthur Zuhn of Mount Pleasant, 
Ia., took advantage of the fine 
weather to make a sustained high 
altitude flight with cosmic ray 
measuring instriments.

Resolution 


Directors in 
Condem Failure to Con- 
tribute Adequately When 


Able to Do So. 


ACTION DELIBERATE, 
CHARLES NAGEL SAYS 


Rejections Decided on So 
as ‘‘Not to Give Sem- 
blance of Approval to 
Violation of Obligation.” 


A resolution adopted by directors 
of United Relief, Inc., condemning 
the failure of persons and corpora- 
tions to contribute adequately to 
the welfare fund when able to do so, 
was made public yesterday at head- 
quarters of the campaign. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that several contributions 
had been returned to the donors, 
with the explanation that they were 
regarded as inadequate. This 
course was recommended in the 
resolution, which was presented to 
the board of directors by the com- 
mittee of 100, the chairman of which 


is William T. Nardin, who also is 
chairman of the board of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Text of the Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

The officials of United Relief 
have brought to the attention of 
this committee the fact that some 
persons and corporations are mak- 
ing no contribution at all to Unit- 
ed Relief; that some are giving a 
mere pittance in relation to what 
they could and should give to this 
cause that is of such great im- 
portance to the community. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That 
this committee condemns the fail- 
ure to contribute to United Re- 
lief by any person or corporation 
in the community able to contrib- 
ute. 

Be it further resolved, That we 
condemn the instances of obvious- 
ly inadequate giving. We have 
expressed approval of the “fair- 
share” giving plan. Every person 
in the community must give his 
fair share if the need of the com- 
munity to care for the helpless 
young and old and sick and poor 
is to be adequately met. We can- 
not determine to the dollar what 
every citizen should give. We can 
determine, and we hereby declare 
that people who themselves live in 
comfort or even inluxury, and yet 
contribute to United Relief sums 
of money grossly disproportionate 
to their ability to give, are failing 
in their obligations to the com- 
munity and to humanity . 

Be it further resolved, That we 
recommend to the gesponsible of- 
ficials of United Relief that they 
do not give a semblance of ap- 
proval to such violation of obliga- 
tion by accepting obviously inade- 
quate contributions, but that such 
contributions be returned to 
those who offer them with a plain 
statement of the reason why the 
contributions are returned, and 
that a record be kept in the files 
of the organization of such re- 
turned contributions and the rea- 
sons for their return. 

Be it further resolved, That this 
recommendation is made because 
it is the belief of this committee 
that the acceptance of grossly in- 
adequate contributions is unfair 
to those who do give generously 
and fairly, and that syich accept- 
ance is harmful to the cause of 
United Relief now and for the 
future. 

“A Deliberate Action.” 


Charles Nagel, president of Unit- 
ed Relief, Inc., announced ‘the reso- 
lution was adopted “as a deliber- 
ate action of a large body of re- 
sponsible citizens.” “It was felt,” 
he added, “that steps should be 
taken to bring the weight of care- 
ful judgment to bear on those citi- 
zens who, in the opinion of cam- 
paign leaders, do not realize their 
responsibility toward United Relief 
and what it stands for in this com- 
munity. 

“When the Committee of 100 
brought to the board of directors 
of United Relief specific examp.es 
of obviously inadequate giving, and 
then showed us how these pledges 
were causing many others to cut 
their subscriptions, we _ realized 
that the situation was a serious one. 
The resolution which was passed 
seemed to be the best way to reg- 
ister our judgment in the matter.” 
The Committee of 100, headed by 
Nardin, is an advisory body in the 
campaign which reviews contribu- 
tions of large corporations and

DIAMONDS FOUND IN BRAZIL: 
PROSPECTORS’ RUSH BEGINS 


Hundreds of Men Enter State of 
Minas Geraes After Word of 
Discoveries.

BELLO HORIZONTE, Brazil, 
Nov. 17.—Hundreds of prospectors 
are invading Western Minas 
Geraes, fourth largest state in Bra- 
zil, since word spread that dia- 
monds had been found there with 
comparatively little ‘abor. Alto- 
gether some 600 carats have been 
mined. 

Stones varying in weight from 20 
to 100 carats were found by several 
men using the most rudimentary 
methods. All along the Abate Riv- 
er, tributary of the Sao Francisco, 
may be seen the camps of the pros- 
pectors. 

The diamond fever thus has been 
revived in Brazil after 200 years. 
The first diamond fields were dis- 
covered in 1724.

EN ROUTE WITH PRESIDENT 
ROOSEVENT TO WARM 
SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 17.—President 
Roosevelt circled the Tennessee Val- 
ley tonight, convinced from his two 
days’ inspection of the feasibility 
of early extension of this power 
and human welfare deveiopment to 
other parts of the nation on a broad 
scale. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 


advocating a new Public Works pro- 
gram, termed the Tennessee Valley 
experiment “a magnificent  suc- 
cess.” He and the President talked 
about plans for the future tonight 
aboard the train. However, there 
was no indication of the President’s 


attitude toward the size of next 
year’s expenditure for Public 
Works. 


In this connection Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, a member of the 
finance committee, and Represen- 
tative Byrns, _House Democratic 
floor leader, left the train late to- 
day, saying they thought no new 
revenue-raising bill offered at the 
next session, although perhaps*tome 
of the emergency levies would be 
extended. 


Visits Wheeler Dam. 


Mr. Roosevelt left his special train 
late in the afternoon to drive to:the 
site of the Wheeler Dam under con- 
struction on the Tennessee River 
as a unit in the development of the 
valley. He also visited the Wilson 
Dam and Muscle Shoals, Ala., pow- 
er plant. 

Before entering Alabama in mid- 
afternoon by special train, the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt drove 
through cheering crowds for 36 
miles in and near Nashville, Tenn., 
which they reached early in the 
morning. The President went di- 
rectly from the train to visit the 
Hermitage, once the home of Presi- 
dent Andrew Jackson. There Jack- 
son’s favorite breakfast dish — 
turkey hash—was served. Return- 
ing to Nashville, he drove through 
the grounds of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, Ward-Belmont School for Girls, 
the Peabody Teachers’ College and 
Fisk University where he heard 
the Negro Jubilee Chorus sing. He 
laid wreaths on the tombs of Jack- 
son and of President James K. 
Polk. 

Speech at Corinth. 


President Roosevelt was greeted 
at Corinth, Miss., late tonight by 
a large crowd. From the back 
platform of his train Mr. Roose- 
velt spoke to the crowd of the pos- 
sibilities of the cheap electric pow- 
er rates which he said was one of 
the points that ought to be known 


“With these cheaper rates,” he

“As you all know we are trying 
out things for the problem of the 
average man—and i may add for 
the average woman too.”

A 
blood transfusion was given the 
patient.

Ballivian, Stronghold That 
Turned Back Five Para- 
guayan Offensives, Falls 
Without Fight in Sur.

CAPTURE OF 10,000 
PRISONERS REPORTED 


Defenders Said to Be Re- 
treating in Disorder 
Northward Toward Villa 
Montes After Firing Mu- 
nition Dumps.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Nov. 17.— 
Bolivia’s defenses on the Pilcomayo 


River collapsed today and seven 
Bolivian forts—the Hindenburg line 
of the Chaco war—fell into Para- 
guay’s hands. 

There was unrestrained rejoicing 
here as the news spread that Fort 
Ballivian, the outpost against which 
five Paraguayan offensives failed, 
had been taken. Many were ready 
to predict that the two-and-one-half 
years of bitter fighting for pos- 
session of the low, swampy Chaco 
Boreal was nearly at an end. 

With the _ shattered’ Bolivian 
forces in the Pilcomayo section re- 
treating northward along the only 
road left open to them—that fol- 
lowing a bank of the river—reports 
reaching here said Paraguay had 
taken 10,000 prisoners. The victory 
was considered the biggest of the 
war. Among the prisoners, reports 
said, were 50 high-ranking officers 
and 500 other officers. One of 
them was Col. Walter Mendez, 
known as “the Blood Tiger.”

ITALIAN KILLED, TWO WOUNDED 
IN ABYSSINIAN ATTACK 


Rome Orders Energetic Represen- 
tations, Demanding Punishment 
of Assailants. 

ROME, Nov. 17.—A serious in- 
cident has arisen between Italy and 
Abyssinia as the result of an at- 
tack by an armed group on the 
Italian Consulate at Gondar, near 
Lake Tana, in which one Italian 
was killed and two were wounded, 
it was learned tonight. 

The Consulate guard, made up of 
members of the Italian colony of 
Eritrea, repelled the attack, but 
three Italian casualties resulted 
from the exchange of fire. 

The Rome Government has in- 
structed its Minister at Addis Aba- 
ba to make energetic representa- 
tions to the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment, demanding prompt capture 
and punishment of the assailants.

The Paraguayan attack at Can- 
ada el Carmen, originally believed 
designed only to relieve Bolivian 
pressure at Picuiba, 120 miles to 
the north, developed quickly into 
the sixth major offensive of the 
past season’s bloody campaign. 
First Canada fell, then Independen- 
cia, and the way lay open to Fort 
Ballivian. 

The moral effect of the fall of 
Ballivian was described as tremen- 
dous. Where the Bolivians could 
form another line was conjectural, 
but it was considered possible they 
might attempt it some distance up- 
river along the 120-mile stretch be- 
tween Ballivian and Villa Montes. 

Commander's Report. 

A communique issued by Major- 
General Jose Estigarribia, com- 
mander of the Paraguayan forces, 
gave few details of the capture but 
stated: 

“We took an enormous war depot. 
The enemy, in his flight, fired his 
deposits. We took numerous pris- 
oners whose numbers are augment- 
ing as dispersed groups present 
themselves continuously.”

Tripartite Pledge Unsatisfactory. 

The Austrian Cancellor, who ar- 
rived last night amid typical Fas- 
cist pomp and ceremony, was lit- 
tle satisfied with the _ tripartite 
declaration England, France and 
Italy made at the last Assembly of 
the League of Nations, it was dis- 
closed. He felt that assertion was 
comparatively weak, and some 
stronger bulwark against threats to 
Austria’s freedom was needed. 

(Italy, France and England joined 
last September in renewing’ the 
three-Power declaration they made 
in February, when the _ Socialist 
revolution broke out in Austria, 
concerning “the necessity of main- 
taining the independence and in- 
tegrity of Austria, in conformity 
with existing treaties.’’) 

* “Attention has been turned to an- 
other focal point in Europe, the 
Saar,” the Government spokesman 
said. “But the Saar question will 
soon be resolved whereas the Aus-| 
trian question still exists.” 

Cabinet Officers Present. 

Austria’s Foreign Minister, Egon 
Berger Waldenegg, and the Italian 
Under-Secretary of State, Fulvio 
Suvich, were present at the confer- 
ence, held in the Venezia Palace, at 
which, it was understood, the two 
leaders also talked over Schusch- 
nige’s recent conversations with 
Vienna pan-Germanists. 

The subject of relations between 
Austria and Yugoslavia also came 
up for consideration, it was stated. 

After the morning’s meeting with 
Mussolini, Schuschnigg visited St. 
Peter's Cathedral and afterward 
drove to the seashore at Ostia. He 
spent the entire afternoon there, 
returning to Rome just in time to 
dress for the State dinner Musso- 
lini gave in his honor. 

Speeches at State Dinner. 


In his speech at the dinner, Mus- | 


solini declared the Austro-Italian 
understanding “isn’t intended to 
prevent the establishment of friend- 
ships with other nations.” He add- 
ed that political and economic pacts 
existing between Italy, Austria and 
Hungary are “open to all who pur- 
sue the same ideals and ends.” 
Those entering, however, must be 
said, “accept certain conditions.” 
This was taken to mean that Aus- 
trian independence is the guiding 
principle. 

In his reply, Schuschnigg again 
laid the ghost of the Anschluss 
(proposed union of Germany and 
Austria) by declaring Austria was 
determined to “maintain her inde- 
pendence in the interests of Eu- 
ropean peace.” 

Regarding reports of differences 
between Italy and Austria as a 
result of Schuschnigg’s recent con- 
versations with pan-Germanists, 
both speakers made emphatic state- 
ments that Italo-Austrian policies 
continued to harmonize. 

The Austrian Chancellor’s talk 
with the pan-Germanists was 
brought up during the conference 
today and Schuschnigg is said to

Judge Wilkerson Indicates 
He May Summarize the 
Case After Attorneys 
Finish. 


COURT NOT MERELY

‘Other Defendants’ Motions 


Also Rejected — Closing 
Arguments to Start To- 
morrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 17. — Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson today 
refused a motion for a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal to Samuel Insull. 

When Insull’s attorneys request- 
ed a directed verdict for father and 
son, the Judge said: “I am satisfied 
there is evidence under which the 
Court is required to give their case 
to the jury.” 

When the Government completed 
its evidence but before the defense 
began, the Insulls did not make a 
motion for a directed verdict as 
other defendants did. Their attor- 
ney said then they wanted the jury 
to acquit them. 

H. L. Stuart, C. B. Stuart, Frank 
K. Shrader and Clarence T. Mac- 
Neille, four of Insull’s 16 co-de- 
fendants in the mail fraud trial, 
made similar motions as_ seven 
weeks of testimony in the case 
came to a close today. Their mo- 
tions too were rejected. The four, 
all officers of Halsey, Stuart & Co., 
investment banking house, held 
posts at the same time in Insull’s 
Corporation Securities Co. 

The closing arguments will open 
Monday. District Attorney Dwight 
H. Green said he hoped the case 
would go to the jury by Thursday 
night. 

Judge May Summarize Case. 

Judge Wilkerson indicated, he 
may summarize the case after at- 
torneys finish. 

“I don’t often comment on the 
evidence,” he told defense attorney, 
Floyd E. Thompson. “But I will do 
it in this case if I feel it is neces- 
sary. Judges in this Court are not 
merely umpires; they are here to 
see that justice is done.” 

Another remark of the Judge’s 
heightened the attorneys’ interest 
in what he may say to the jury. 

“It is not necessary, to consti- 
tute fraud, that there be affirma- 
tive misrepresentation,” Judge Wil- 
kerson said in ruling on a motion; 
“the deceit may be by concealment. 
In sales circulars sent out to small 
investors, a higher degree of can- 
dor is required than in literature 
intended for financial experts.” 

Insull’s Son Last Witness. 

Samuel Insull Jr., 34-year-old son 


of the principal defendant, was the 


final witness today before both 
sides closed their evidence. 

He appeared to answer one ques- 
tion on the loss sustained by the 
Insull family when the Corpora- 
tion Securities Co., crashed in 1932. 
The Government had contended 
that the losses were ‘‘mostly paper 
profits.”

“Prosecution”? Designed to Im- 
prove Quality of Manufac- 
tured Goods.

MOSCOW, Nov. 17.—A hundred 
pots, pans, kettles and pitchers of 
Russian manufacture went on trial 
here today as Moscow started its 
second “prosecution” designed to 
arouse public interest in the drive 
to improve the quality of Soviet 
goods. 

The first “technical trial” was 
held last month, Soviet galoshes 
being dragged before the bar and 
convicted of being very poor pro- 
tection against the slush of win- 
ter. 

Against today’s “defendants” ap- 
peared witnesses who testified that 
handles drop off of Soviet tea-ket- 
tles, the enamel! melts on thé stoves, 
and that fingers are cut on the 
rough edges of pots and pans. 

But the most serious charge was 
that the four factories concerned, 
while managing to turn out excel- 
lent goods for export or for sale in 
Russia to persons having foreign 
money, are neglecting the Soviet 
consumer proper. 

Ten engineers and _ professors 
who sat as judges drew up a five 
page verdict, setting forth the 
findings and recommendations for 
improving the articles.

FEDERAL SPENDING CONTINUES 


BEHIND ROOSEVELT ESTIMATE 


Treasury Outgo of $2,603,977,000 for 4'/2 
Months of Fiscal Year—Deficit for 


Period So Far 


$1,232,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. — De- 
spite the rapid rate of Government 
spending, the Treasury was shown 
today to be hundreds of millions 
of dollars behind President Roose- 
velt’s estimate of expenditures for 
this fiscal period. 

In his message on Jan. 5, the 
President made provision for the 
expenditure of $16,500,000,000 in the 
two fiscal years ending June 30, 
1935. While Treasury figures 
showed today that $2,603,977,000 had 
gone out of Federal coffers in the 
four and one-half months since 
June 30, experts figure that about 
$6,800,000,000 would have to be 
spent in the remainder of the fiscal 
year to fulfull the Roosevelt esti- 
mate. 

Deficit Passes $1,232,000,000. 

This condition stands in the face 
of a deficit that already has sur- 
passed $1,232,000,000 for this fiscal 
year. If the present lively spend- 
ing rate continues; however, around 
$6,900,000,000 will have been spent 
up to next June 30, leaving a sum 
of about three billion dollars below 
the estimates made by the) Presi- 
dent. 

Roosevelt expres hope of 
balancing the budget in the fiscal 
year beginning next June 30, but 
Treasury officials have said little 
about that lately. Privately, most 
concede this projected balancing is 
out of the question. 

An examination of the spending 
thus far in’ the present fiscal year 
shows that emergency outlays have 
totaled $1,314,946,000, or a little 
more than the deficit, as compared 


to $1,289,030,000 for routine govern- 
mental outlays. 

All revenue sources, however, are 
providing more money than last 
year with the exception of customs 
receipts. The Treasury has collect- 
ed $1,371,485,000 this year as com- 
pared to $1,076,270,000 during the 
same period in 1933. 

Relief Leads Emergency ‘Items. 

The figures also show that relief 
has cost’ more than any other 
emergency item thus far in the fis- 
‘cal year. The item for the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration 
so far is $476,391,011, with winter 

coming on and little likelihood of 
any immediate lightening of the 
load. It is estimated that 17,000,000 
persons are still on Federal relief 
rolls. 

The next highest emergency ex- 
penditure is for public roads, $182,- 
992,662. Other spending items are: 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, $100,473,975; Farm Credit 
Administration, $17,367,442; Federal 
Land Banks, $15,918,282; Civil 
Works Administration, $9,280,706; 
emergency conservation work, $15:,- 
470,947; Department of Agriculture 
(relief), $61,018,461; public works— 
Tennessee Valley Authority $11,320,- 
393, loans to railroads $53,558,000, 
loans and grants to states, munici- 
palities, etc., $69,692,062, Boulder 
Canyon projects, $9,681,489, river 
and harbor work, $72,468,644, sub- 
sistence homestead $1,817,821, all

Description of Farm. 


Just inside the stone wall at} 
‘Crakwold is the pheasantry—12 | 
heavy wire runways containing -° 
varieties of pheasants. Then the 
road to the house winds through 
fenced hundred-acre plot, clear in | 
the center and wooded at _ born | 
sides. There it is that the buffalo | 
roam and the deer and the antelope | 
play. In all, 13 species of ungulata 
are inside the fence, among them 
auodad or Barbary sheep, nilghi 
antelope, lechwi*antelope, blesbok 
antelope, blackbuck antelope which 
cross the ground in 25-foot kounds 
that carry them sometimes eight 
or 10 feet in the air; native Amer- 
ican pronghorn antelope, swamp 
deer, axis deer from India, smooth- 
ly-trotting barasingha deer and 
European white fallow deer. 

It was there that Lemp was de- 
layed; not that the Buffalo are vi- 
cious, but they are huge and reluct- 
ant, sometimes, to step aside for a 
mere automobile.

Swimming Pool Now Duck Pond. 

Just in front of the house is what 
was once the Lemp swimming pool, 
now converted into a duck pond, 
with tall feathery grasses about the 
borders and pond lilies inside.

Mrs. Charles Allers of Pilot Knob, 
Mo., who is seriously ill with post- 
diphtheritic paralysis, has been liv- 
ing since Friday in the tightly in- 
closed chamber of a Drinker res- 
pirator at Children’s Hospital in an 
effort by physicians to restore his 
paralyzed respiratory muscles. 

The boy, who contracted the ill- 
ness Oct. 1, cannot talk and must 
be fed through a nasal tube, the 
muscles of his pharnyx being para- 
lyzed. He is also unable to swal- 
low and the saliva that accumulates 
in the throat must be eliminated by 
nurses, who attend him continually. 

Three children and 11 adult pa- 
tients have been treated in the 
respirator since it was installed at 
the hospital 14 months ago. 

In the respirator, a tightly in- 
closed steel chamber, seven feet 
long, two feet wide and two and a 
half feet high, the patient is made 
to breathe automatically. Only the 
head is outside, and a close-fitting 
rubber band around the neck keeps 
out all air. A vacuum pump, op- 
erated by an electric motor, creates 
a suction which periodically lifts 
and expands the chest. The weight

ST. PAUL FLYER WINS 
MITCHELL AIR TROPHY 


Capt. Fred C. Nelson Averages 
216.832 Miles an Hour 
at Selfridge Field. 


By the Associated Press. 

SELFRIDGE FIELD, MOUNT 
CLEMENS, Mich., Nov. 17. — The 
pick of the Army Air Corps raced 
today for the Mitchell Trophy, 
Capt. Fred C. Nelson of St. Paul, 
Minn., winning over nine other 
pilots, with a speed of 216.832 miles 
an hour for the four flights over a 
20-mile course. 

The slowest of the 10 racing 
planes whisked over the course at 
208.327 miles an hour, breaking the 
record of 175.4 set by Lieut. Cy Bet- 
tis in 1930, when the race last was 
flown. 

The race, two other competitive 
speed events and a program of 
maneuvers and stunts were run off 
in a gusty wind without a forced 
landing. 

The racing pilots today. probably 
would have attained even higher 
speeds, but the throttles on their 
planes were blocked because the 
races were run at extremely low 
altitude. 

Second place in the Mitchell race 
went to Capt. George P. Tourtel- 
lot, Seattle, Wash., whose speed 
was 214:723. The second fastest time, 
215.019 miles an hour, was made by 
Lieut. George H. Schlatter, Fos- 
toria, O., who was disqualified for 
cutting a pylon. Lieut. James E, 
Parker, Anniston, Ala., was third, 
with 214.328. 

The Curtiss Trophy, offered for 
the first time this year, was won by 
Lieut. Thomas Gaughen Jr., of 
North Bend, Neb., who circled the 
20-miles course three times at a 
speed of 191.446 miles an hour. 

A “junior birdmen’s” trophy went 
to Lieut. D. C. Doubleday of Johns- 
town, N. Y., who flew twice over 
a measured mile at an average 
speed equivalent to 240.3 miles an 
hour. The fastest mile was flown 
by Lieut. H. H. Van Auken, Berg- 
ensfield, N. J., at 256.9 miles an 
hour, but he pulled up short and 
was disqualified. 

Spectators jammed Selfridge Field 
for the show. The Mitchell Trophy 
was donated by Brigadier-General 
William Mitchell, now retired, in 
memory of his brother, Lieut. John 
L. Mitchell, who was _ killed in 
France during the World War.

IN PHILIPPINES | 


44 Are Missing, Fate of 
200 Others in Doubt and 
Tens of Thousands Are 


Homeless. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANILA, Nov. 18 (Sunday). — 
Forty-one dead, 200 others possibly 
drowned, 44 missing, tens of thou- 
sands homeless and property dam- 
age aggregating several million dol- 
lars was the toll of Thursday’s ty- 
phoon in the Philippines. The un- 
determined fate of 200 persons ap- 
parently deluged or swept out to 
sea at Mauban, kept the casualty 
list indefinite. -Twelve provinces 
swept by the typhoon have been 
unable to report fully on the loss 
of life and property because com- 
munications are interrupted. 

Two hundred persons were re- 
ported dead in Tayabas Province, 
just southeast of Manila. More 
than 30 others lost their lives in 
various places throughout South- 
eastern Luzon Island, on which 
Manila is situatec. 

Mauban, one the east coast of 
Tayabas, apparently felt the full 
force of the tempest. One report 
was that in Mauban alone there 
were 200 dead. Another, from the 
Postmaster said the deaths totaled 
about 100 and many were missing. 

Nine Feet of Water in Mauban. 

Apperently a great torrent of 
water swept down’ upon Mauban 
after the storm had torn through 
it. The town of about 15,000, con- 
centrated in deep ravines, was 
quickly submerged under nine feet 
of water. Houses were swept out to 
sea. Roads were blocked by ava- 
lanches of mud which blocked the 
paths of relief workers. Isolation 
was swift and complete, despite its 
nearness to Manila—65 miles by air 
line, 

Gov. Rodriguez headed a relief 
expedition which set out from Lu- 
cena, provincial capital, for Mau- 
ban last night but- had not been 
heard from tonight. A mountain 
trail is the only avenue of land- 

ward approach to the stricken 
town since the regular highways 
have been rendered impass@ble. 

The motor ferryboat Nagé of the 
Manila Railroad was nt from 
Dohican to Mauban. 

Deaths on Samar. 

Late reports told of more deaths 
on the island of Samar but figures 
were not given. Shortly after the 
storm struck, four fishermen were 
reported drowned and 29 are miss- 
ing in nearby Leyte Province. 

Detailed reports also were lack- 
ing from Naga, another provincial 

capital where 20,000 persons were 
made homeless. 

The towns of Sorsogon, Daet and 
Legaspi, among those hardest hit, 
also remained to be fully checked. 

An early report showed 60 per 
cent of the bamboo houses of Sor- 
sogon had been blown down. The 
wind reached 80 miles an hour at 
ane time.

GOSLAR, Germany, Nov. 17.—De- 
spite drizzling rain, thousands filled 
the narrow streets of this ancient 
city today to greet Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler but he failed to appear. 
He sent Rudolf Hess, his per- 
sonal representative in the Nazi 
party, to take his place at this 
evening’s pageant held in connec- 
tion with the second Germany-wide 
Farmers’ Congress held under Nazi 
auspices. 

Walter Darre, Commissioner for 
Agriculture, today ‘administered the 
oath of loyalty to Hitler to 93 
members of the Natjonal Peasants’ 
Council, which constitutes sort of 
an upper house of the farmers’ or- 
ganization. 

After instructing the peasant 
leaders always to remember that 
national socialism places the com- 
mon weal before personal advan- 
tage, Darre told them the new 
council must have the welfare of 
the nation first and foremost in its 
heart. 

“Blood and race are our funda- 
mental conceptions,” Darre_ said. 
“When we seized power we told 
the farmers that blood precedes 
economics,” 

Earlier the assembled farmers 
heard Herbert Backe, State Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
assail capitalism and assert Naziism 
plans to place “conscious control of 
markets” above economic laws. 
Sharply contradicting Dr. Erich 
Winters, Germany’s expert on agri- 
cultural treaties, who told-the Con- 
gress Wednesday night the Reich 
does not plan economic autarchy, 
Backe pictured for the farmers the 
day when Germany shall itself pro- 
duce everything it needs. 

He admonished each farmer to 
be as self-contained as possible and 
said “every farmer must seek to 
produce the greatest variety possi- 
ble.” 

“We must gradually bring back 
to Germany those branches of agri- 
culture which world economy took 
elsewhere,” Backe declared, and 
pointed to the raising of sheep as 
an example. 

Germany, the speaker said, al- 
ready has made itself independent 
of the rest of the world as regards 
bread and meat. He urged that it 
strive now for self-sufficiency in 
such staples as milk, lard, eggs and 
vegetable oil. 

The Nazi price-fixing program, 
recently placed in the hands of for- 
mer Chancellor Heinrich Bruening’s 
one-time price dictator, Dr. Karl 
Goerdeler, must take the place of 
“capitalism’s accidental market 
happenings,” Backe asserted. 

“We have placed conscious Nazi 
co-ordination and regulation of 
markets in its stead,” he said. 

“In place of the accidental equal- 
ization between supply and demand 
we have put conscious equalization 
between need and its coverage. 

“In place of those almost slavish 
subordinations of man and his ac- 
tivities to an alleged law of wild 
price fluctuations in all sorts of ex- 
changes we have put conscious con- 
trol of markets through responsible 
determination and fixing of prices. 
“This fixed order safeguards the 
farmer and consumer alike.” 
Earlier in his address Backe, 
after predicting the triumph of 
“regulated” economy over “free” 
economy, assailed capitalism as 
looking “only to rentability or prof- 
i. 

National Socialism, he said, “ad- 
vocates the most intensive develop- 
ment within each nation of its own 
resources.” 

The Farmers’ Congress, which 
was convened by the National Nu- 
tritive Guild, attracted peasant 
leaders from all Europe as well as 
Germany.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—“Alice in 
Wonderland,” which Lewis Carroll 
wrote in 1865 to amuse the late 
Alice Hargreaves, still ranks high 
as a children’s faroite. 
“Everybody publishes ‘Alice,’” 
said one bookseller tonight. “There 
must be two or three new editions 
every year, and I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if the sales totaled a million 
copies annually.”

TWO GRAIN TRADERS 
BARRED FOR 6 MONTHS 


Federal Board Imposes First 
Penalty Under 13-Year-old 
Futures Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The 
first disbarment of a grain trader 
under the 13-year-old Grain Futures 
Act came today when the Grain 
Futures Commission ordered the 
withdrawal of trading privileges 
for six months from Adrian Et- 
tinger and Ewing W. Brand of 
Cleveland, O. 

Enacted in 1921 to curtail the 
activities of market speculators, 
the law was not used until Jan. 1, 
1934, when the action against Et- 
tinger and Brand was instituted. 
The case was based on their market 


transactions during May, June and 
July of 1933. 

Subsequently the commission cit- 
ed Arthur W. Cutten of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade for alleged 
short selling. It is studying evi- 
dence in this case given at a hear- 
ing last spring. 

Secretary Wallace announced the 
institution of proceedings against 
Thomas M. Howell, also of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, alleging that 
he and nine associates cornered the 
July corn futures market in 1931 
and forced a 14 per cent price rise 


for a period of three days. 


The commission, in announcing 
the suspension of Ettinger and 
Brand from all United States mar- 
kets, said the light punishment was 
ordered because the two men did 
not know they were violating the 
law. Both admitted, the commis- 
sion said, most of the essential 
charges of the original complaint, 
which alleged that they violated the 
act by failing to keep records, by 


concealing transactions on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and by giving 
the names of fictitious persons as 
parties to trading transactions. The 
commission said they denied mak- 
ing false reports, but admitted such 
reports were made by an employe.

STRIKE OF REPORTERS 
ON NEWARK LEDGER 


Recognition of Guild Demand- 
ed, and Rehiring of Eight 
Discharged Employes. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 17. — A 
strike of editorial workers of the 
Newark Morning Ledger began to- 
day, but L. T. Russell, publisher, 
said tomorrow morning’s edition 
would be published as usual. 
The strike was voted, 24 to 8, 
by employes who said they had 
failed to persuade Russell to recog- 
nize the ,Newark Newspaper Guild 
in collective bargaining. The pub- 
lisher said that he had met a guild 
committee. in a “cordial and 
lengthy” discussion and that the 
committee had left an ultimatum 
for his consideration. 
The ultimatum demanded that 
the Ledger re-employ eight work- 
ers dismisséd this week, make no 
further dismissals and refrain from 
engaging any new workers for 30 
days. 
| Guild members said Russell was 
given until 11 o'clock last night to 
answer the ultimatum. The pub- 
'lisher said, “They left that ultima- 
tum with me without any deadline 
hour at all, neither hour nor day, 
and the next I heard was a strike 
call at 4 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing.” 
Reporters on Picket Duty. 
Pickets were posted by the strik- 
ers in Newark streets, at a railroad 
station and outside the Ledgere 
building today. Many of the re- 
porters carried placards. 
The sports staff, the copy desk 
and the city desk remained at 
work, Paul M* Smith, managing 
editor, reported tonight. Smith 
said “Overe 50 per cent” of the 
staff was still working. Arthur 
Warner, business manager, said 58 
are normally employed in the edi- 
torial department. 
Support of the strike was pledged 
on behalf of the American News- 
paper Guild by Heywood Broun, 
president, at a mass meeting of the 
Newark chapter of the Guild to- 
night in City Hall. Broun described 
the strike as “a new weapon for 
us, but the only one in this case.” 
Publisher’s Statement. 
The dismissal of the eight em- 
ployes, Russell said in a statement, 
was for reasons of economy. 
“The editorial department payroll 
was nearly 50 per cent higher than 
a yeur ago and 50 per cent higher 
than the average of the past four 
years,” he said. “I have not dis- 
missed any member of the staff 
because of guild affiliation because

Agency, in Report, Shows It 
Has Obligated Total of 
$3,700,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17. — The 
Pubilc Works Administration today 
made its first official accounting 
of the billions it has spent. 

A 92-page, figure-crammed report 
on how public works money was 
used up to Nov. 1 made two pri- 
mary disclosures: PWA on that 
date actually was “in the red” on 
allotments; non-Federal projects 
financed from the original $3,300,- 
000,000 fund were 85 per cent com- 
pleted, under construction or con- 
tract and Federal projects were ad- 
vanced even farther. 

Secretary Ickes’ aids said today’s 


accounting indicated the present 
program would be largely cleared 
away by the time Congress would 
be able to provide more funds. 

The record of allotments showed 
that by Nov. 1 BWA had obligated 
every’ dollar of the $3,700,000,000. to- 
tal provided by Congress, $10,135,- 
431 obtained from the sale of bonds 
through the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and $239,431 besides. 
Since then more money has come 
from bond gales. 


The largest portion of benefits 
from the PWA program remain 
be realized, however, as the Treas- 
ury has disbursed less than $1,600,- 
000,000 of publi¢ works funds. 

Secretary Ickes would like to see 
the benefits enlarged to a point 
where direct relief could be elim- 
inated from the national economy. 
He said employment could. be pro- 
vided quickly this winter on remov- 
ing railway grade crossings and ex- 
tending electric power lines into 
rural areas not now served. He 
said he saw possibilities in the con- 
tinued financing of desirable non- 
Federal projects, in construction of 
a four-lane highway spanning the | 
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nation, in providing housing for 
the people, and in preventing flood, 
drought and erosion damage. 

For the program now ander way, 
the books on. Nov. 1 showed allot- 
ments totaled $3,710,375,257, includ- 
ing $1,545,075,908 to 13,200 Federal 
projects, $998,393,183 to 4052 non- 
Federals, and $1,166,706,166 to the 
CCC, CWA, and other Government 
agencies for executive, administra- 
tive and special expense. 

Contracts awarded and accounts 
established aggregated $1.244,859,170 


for non-Federais. The cost of work 
being advertised was estimated at 
$53,120,238 for Federals and $47,- 
175,791 for non-Federals. 

Payrolls on Federal projects list- 
ed 322,076 names, on non-Federal 
149,700, a total of 471,776. Employ- 
ment provided indrectly in supply- 
ing and transporting materials and 
in supplying and serving workers 
engaged directly on project sites 
was estimated to bring the employ- 
mient figure up to 2,000,000.

The giggles of some 
front-pewers as he sang caused him 
to seek another avenue of ascent to 
fame. Fortunately, Frank Keenan, 
then playing in Ann Arbor, was 
sympathetic. McIntyre was im- 
mediately given « small stage role, 
and later made his Broadway debut 
with Keenan in “Honorable John 
Grigsby,” January, 1902. 
ROM Keenan to Mrs. Fiske, 
F then to Nat Goodwin, then to 
Robert Edison playing “Strong- 
heart” in London—so his story runs. 
Returning to this country, McIntyre 
was next listed as star of “The 
Traveling Salesman,” a comedy, 
that was one of the first plays to 
run a year on Broadway.

and other successes of the day. 

McIntyre came to radio only a 
year ago, but already his personal- 
ity is known and liked by listen- 
ers. <A bachelor, he lives at the 
Lamb’s Club in New York City. 

The new Show Boat skipper has 
accumulated a rich store of theatri- 
cal anecdotes sufficient to fill a 
book. Indeed, that is what he pro- 
poses to do with them.

RICHBERG ASSAILS 
ENEMIES OF LIBERTY’ 


So Terms Those Trying to De- 
feat Government’s Efforts to 
Uphold Economic System. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 17.— Real 
“Enemies of Liberty” were des- 
cribed today by Donald R. Rich- 
berg as “ruthless individuals who, 
by exalting selfishness as a noble 
expression of personal liberty, 
strive to defeat the effort of their 
Government to preserve and 
strengthen the foundations of our 
economic system.” 


we all crave,” Richberg said, “can 
only be guaranteed today, not by 
letting people alone, but by mak- 
ing sure they are so organized for 
co-operative action that the con- 


tinuous interchange of necessaries 
will not break down and leave 
hosts of people theoretically free 
but practically deprived of the 
freedom to earn a living—a free- 
dom which is today denied to-mil- 
lions of American citizens.” 

The director of President Roose- 
velt’s Emergency Council spoke 
over the radio under the auspices 
of the American Bar Association 
on the subject of “the preservation 
of constitutional liberty under the 
new deal.” He said when President 
Roosevelt took office “the guaran- 
tees of liberty in the Constitution 
were in danger.” ~, 

What Roosevelt. Faced. 

“Millions of industrial workers 
had been unemployed for years,” 
he said, “our agricultural popula- 
tion was in dire distress, we had 
arrived at the necessity of closing 
all the banks—after the failure of 
10,000 — and our economic system 
was on the verge of a collapse. 

“The guarantees of liberty in the 
Constitution must be translated by 
any Government under that Consti- 
tution into guarantees of an ac- 
tual opportunity to earn a living 
by honest, respectable labor, if they 
are to be living guarantees of hu- 
man freedom.” 

Richberg said he did not hold 
criticism of the actions of the new 
deal “unpatriotic” but said the free- 
dom which must be preserved is 
that “of a civilized man to live in 
a well-organized community where 
he works with and for his fellow 
men, where he fulfills obligations 
to them and they in turn fulfill 
their obligations to him.” 

NRA, he said, probably was fore- 
most as a target of criticism of 
“alleged invasions of individual lib- 
erty.” He expressed a “keen -de- 
sire to see doubtful issues receive 
the deliberative review of courts.” 

Legislative Opposition. 

“But there have been two types 
of legalistic opposition to the NRA 
for which I have had no respect,” 
he said. “One is the opposition 
based on a sweeping denial of the 
validity of the whole process and a 
sophistical claim that no code of 
fair competition could be approved 
and enforced as a regulation of in- 
terstate commerce without a viola- 
tion of constitutional guarantees. 
That sort of argument is simply 
the echo of a thousand arguments 
that have been made and have 
failed in the Supreme Court ever 
since the Congress began to reg- 
ulate commerce. 

“The other type of opposition is 
the pettifogging insistence upon the 
right of one individual to nave his 
special economic interest protected 
against the overwhelming mass of 
general economic interest which 
must then be sacrificed for his 
particular benefit. When millions 
of men walk the streets unemployed 
and millions have been put to work 
principally by establishing decent 
labor standards, it is mighty poor 
citizenship to attempt to. strength- 
en the powers of individuals to 
break down such standards of 
wages arid hours on the specious 
plea that in a particular instance 
a few more men might be employed 
at sweatshop wages.”

SALESMAN SHOT T0 DEATH 
APPARENTLY BY HITCH-HIKERS 


Body Found in Ravine Near Evans- 
ville, Ind.; Pockets Rifled, 
Watch Gone.

The body of William A. Salamon, 
about 30 years old, traveling sales- 
man of Detroit, was found in a 
ravine near the Vanderburgh- 
Posey county line today.

THINKS BREWER PABST’S SON 
DIED TRYING TO SAVE AID 


Investigator at Inquest Into Plane 
Crash, Says Victim Leaped 

at 200 Feet. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 17. — Investiga- 
tion today indicated that August 
Pabst, son of a vice-president of the 
Milwaukee brewing firm lost his 
life in a futile attempt to save his 
companion in an airplane crash last 
Saturday. A coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death. 
William A. McHale, Special Dep- 
uty Coroner in charge of air fatali- 
ties testified at the inquest that his 
investigation showed Pabst appar- 
ently remained at the controls of 
the falling plane until it was within 
200 feet of the ground in an effort 
to get his passenger safely clear. 
Pabst was killed when he made a 
parachute jump too close to the 
ground. His companion, John W. 
Swasas, 24 years old of Waukegan, 
an apprentice seaman, was fatally 
injured. McHale said Pabst, a Lieu- 
tenant in the naval reserve, sig- 
naled the Palwaukee Airport for 
floodlights for an emergency land- 
ing, but that the facilities at the 
field did not provide for this. 


COTTON BELT FINED $2000 
ON DEMURRAGE CHARGE 


Pleads Guilty of Failure to Make 
Assessment; Shipper Must 
Pay $1000. 

The St. Louis Southwestern (Cot- 
ton Belt) Railroad was fined $2000 
in Federal Court at East St. Louis 
yesterday on its plea of guilty to 
a charge of failure to assess de- 
murrage against a shipper. 

The W. T. Ferguson Lumber Co., 
with offices in the Arcade Build- 
ing, recipient of the favor, was 
fined $1000 on a plea of guilty. The 
offense occurred in 1933 and in- 
volved $478 in demurrage. 


PWA HOLDS UP NEW ORLEANS 
LOAN AFTER LONG SESSION 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 17.—The 
PWA announced today that §$2,- 
500,000 ready to be delivered to the 
sewerage and water board of New 
Orleans as a-public improvement 
loan would be held up pending a 
study by the PWA legal depart- 
ment of legislation passed at Sen- 
ator Huey P. Long’s special legisla- 
tive session which closed yesterday. 
It was reported the PWA was in- 
terested particularly in House Bill 
36 which makes it possible for Sen- 
ator Loug’s political machine to 
seize control of. the sewerage and 
water board from the administra- 
tion of Mayor Walmsley.

SILVER JUBILEE FOR 
CARDINAL MUNDELEIN 


Cardinal Hayes, Apostolic Dele- 
gate, and 100 Bishops to 
Attend Ceremony Tuesday. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—Ranking 
representatives of the Catholic 
hierarchy of America _ converged 
on Chicago today to participate in 
the celebration of the silver jubilee 
of George Cardinal Mundelein. 

Patrick Cardinal Hayes of New 
York; the Most Rev. Amleto G. 
Cicognani, apostolic delegate to 
the United States; and more than 
100 bishops from the United States 
and its »ossessions, Canada, Mex- 
ico and Central America have ac- 
cepted invitations to kneel in the 
Holy Name Cathedral next Tues- 
day, when the first Cardinal of the 
West will offer a solemn pontifical 
mass in observation of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his consecra- 
tion as titular Bishop of Loryma 
and Auxiliary Bishop of Brooklyn. 

Chicago’s Catholics prepared for 
the most impressive ceremonrw since 
they entertained 1,000,000 of their 
fellows at the Eucharistic Congress 
in 1926. 

Embraced by Pope. 

Formal celebration was _ post- 
poned to next Tuesday because His 
Eminence was in Rome on his an- 
niversary date, Sept. 21, this year. 
Pope Piux XI embraced him and 
offered his personal congratula- 
tions for the deeds he has wrought 
since he left New York’s Bowery 
to don the robes of priesthood. 

Cardinal Mundelein was so im- 
pressed with the favors he received 
from Pius’ hands that he informed 
his people “the Pope has_ been 
more generous to us of Chicago 
than to any other of the world’s 
great churches.” 

The faithful started a movement 
to raise a huge purse for the Car- 
dinal as a jubilee present. But he 
halted this’and suggested they go 
to missions instead and make his 
gift a spiritual offering. Some 
205,000 Catholic students engaged 
in 11,000,000 devotional acts, and 
the record of their zeal was print- 
ed in a red leather volume and pre- 
sented to the Cardinal. 

Cardinal Mundelein’s § achieve- 
ments are manifold. In the 18 
years he has ruled the archdiocese 
he has directed the erection of some 
600 buildings. These included 119 
new educational institutions, 40 
homes, hospitals and orphanages 
and the $10,000,000 St. Mary of the 
Lake Seminary at the North Shore 
town which bearh his name—Mun- 
His followers claim he 
made Chicago the greatest center 
of Catholic education in the nation 
and declare that no diocese in the 
world has enjoyed such phenome- 
nal growth. But the Cardinal says: 

Prefers to Help Despairing. 

“T had rather lift up the poor 
and despairing to a happier life 
than rear the greatest cathedral in 
the world.” 

The Cardinal established 87 new 

parishes and many monasteries, 
novitiates and chapels. His hos- 
pital system is called “second to 
none.” He founded the Associated 
Catholic Charities of Chicago, the 
“Big Brother” movement and the 
Catholic Youth Organization, de- 
signed to provide shelter and whole- 
some recreation for boys—perhaps 
with a vivid memory of his youth 
on Manhattan’s East Side. He has 
consecrated seven Bishops. He has 
handled one of the most tiring busi- 
ness tasks in the city, but has al- 
ways centered his efforts on the de- 
velopment of religion, charity and 
education. 
He was born of German parent- 
age 62 years ago. At 17 he gradu- 
ated from Manhattan College, was 
ordained in 1895, made chancellor 
of the Brooklyn Diocese in 1897 and 
named Bishop in 1909. He assumed 
direction of the Chicago territory in 
1916, and in 1924, at St. Peter’s 
Basilica in Rome, received the red 
hat of the Cardinalate. 


HEYWOOD BROUN ON STRIKE 
AS NEW YORK COLUMNIST 


Has Not Furnished World-Telegram 
With Writings Since His Offer- 
ing Thursday Failed to Appear. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—For the 
second consecutive day, Heywood 
Broun’s syndicated column, “It 
Seems to Me,” failed to appear in 
the New York World-Telegram to- 
day. 

Lee Wood, executive editor of the 
paper, said, “Mr. Broun has failed 
to provide us a column for use.” 
No other explanation was forth- 
coming from the paper, but Broun 
said he “went on strike” against 
the World-Telegram when it substi- 
tuted a reserve column for the one 
which he had written for publica- 
tion Thursday. 

The column which was not print- 
ed, Broun said, was addressed 
“Dear Syndicate Manager,” and 
contained nothing more controver- 
sial than an explanation of his in- 
ability to get away from Broadway. 
The column, which is syndicated, 
was printed in papers other than 
the World-Telegram. 


FEED HAULED FROM CANADA 


Dakota and Montana Farmers Pay 
17 Cents Duty on Oats.

MOOSEJAW, Sask., Nov. 17. — 
North Dakota and Montana farm- 
ers, hit by a shortage of feed for 
livestock, are trucking feed from 
this city and paying a duty of 17 
cents a bushel on oats, 45 cents a 
bushel on wheat and $2 a ton on 
mill feed.

Gifford’s statement follows: 

“In a business as extensive as 


ours, which so vitaHy concerns so 
many people, the public has a right 
to the fullest information as to how 
its affairs are conducted. 
“We therefore have no objection 
to investigations by properly con- 
stituted authorities at any time. 
We have no skeletons in the closet 
to be expased. 

“Disturbing to Confidence.” 
“Tt is regrettable, although per- 
haps inevitable that public inves- 
tigations should be disturbing to 
confidence, at least until all who 
have criticisms to make have made 
them, and the company has had an 
opportunity to reply. 
“We are primarily concerned 
with furnishing the people of this 
country with the best possible tele- 
phone service at the lowest possible 
cost, consistent with fair treatment 
of employes and of those who have 
invested their savings in the busi- 
ness. 
“We believe there is no conflict 
between our aim and the aim of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission and we welcome the oppor- 
tunity to place before that body all 
the facts as to the manner in which 
our business is conducted.” 
While it has been impossible ac- 
curately to check the source of the 
selling, brokerage houses reported 
a preponderance of odd lot selling 
orders. A more accurate check will 
be available when the transfer books 
of the company begin to record the 
transactions in the next few days. 

Study Ordered by Congress. 
In quarters close to the company, 
it was asserted that any general 
assumption that the Federal Com- 
munications Commission investiga- 
tion necessarily portends the over- 
turn of rate structlfres and cor- 
porate alignments was unfounded, 
because the investigation is man- 
datory under the: Communications 
Act of 1934.

Directors of the telephone compa- 
ny will meet next Wednesday to 
take action on the quarterly divi- 
dend. While no comment was made 
in advance of the meeting, it was 
the expectation in usually well-in- 
formed circles that there would be 
no chauge in the rate which has 
been $9 annually since 1921, al- 
though not fully-earned since 1931.

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FJ. OLTMAN, MISSOURI 
RELIEF OFFICIAL, DIES 


Secretary and Confidential Aid 
To Late Festus J. Wade 
for 17 Years. 


Fred J. Oltman, St. Louis disburs- 
ing officer for the Missouri Relief 
and .Reconstruction Commission 
and previously for the CWA, died 
yesterday at his home, 6063 Kings- 
bury avenue, after an illness of six 
weeks. He was 49 years old. 

Death was due to Hodgkin’s dis- 
ease, which is chronic enlargement 
of the lymphatic glands and spleen, 
with progressive anemia. 

For 17 years, until the death in 
1927 of Festus J. Wade, president 
of the Mercantile Trust Co. Mr. 
Oltman was Mr. Wade's secretary, 
assistant and confidential aid. 

He was born here and attended 
Webster School, starting work as 

.a stenographer for the old Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co. He 
became secertary of one of the 
partners and later for the receiver. 
Then he answered Mr. Wade's 
newspaper advertisement for a sec- 
retary. The banker had tried about 
10 young men, seeking one he liked 
and could trust, and’ who could 
travel with him. Friends told Mr. 
Oltman he could not get along with 
his new employer, but in a two-week 
trial he made a start which ripened 
into a close business friendship. 

He went to Paris with Wade for

On 
Mr. Oltman’s shoulders fell the bur- 
den of handling the large relief | 
fund. 

In March, 1929, Mr. Oltman and 
his former employer's son, Festus 
J. Wade Jr., resigned from the 
bank to form an investment bank- 
ing firm, Festus J. Wade Jr. & Co. 
Mr. Oltman was vice-president of | 
that concern until two years ago, | 
when he became connected with the 
firm of Kenneth H. Bitting & Co. 
Inc. He had been in the new posi- 
tion only a few days when stricken 
with arthritis, which made him 
helpless at his home for a year. Up- 
on recovery he took the CWA posi- 
tion. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Frances Kutter Oltman; a son, El- 
mer Howard Oltman; a daughter, 
Miss Gladys Oltman, and his moth- 
er, Mrs. John F. Oltman. The fu-

HORSES TO BE RETAINED FOR 
LARGE PORTION OF ARTILLERY 


33 Batteries to Be Horse-Drawn, 41 

Motorized; Animals Preferred 

in Rough Country. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—War 
Department plans for motorization 
and mechanization of artillery units 
to become effective Dec. 1, it was 
shown today, provide for the reten- 
tion of 33 horse-drawn batteries of 
75 mm. guns, while 41 units will be 
motorized. 

After discussions continuing since 
the world war, army officers have 
decided that, despite the greater 
mobility of motor drawn guns on 
good roads, the faithful horse is still 
necessary over muddy roads or 
through rough country. 

Training units of the Field Artil- 
lery School at Fort Sill, Ok., will be 
increased to two regiments, one 
battalion and a brigade headquar- 


ters through reconstitution of units 
to become inactive at Fort Snelling, | 
Minn., and Fort Riley, Kan. The 
enlisted strength at Fort Sill will 
be increased approximately 100. 

The horse-drawn artillery will be 
retained at Fort Sheridan, Ill.; Fort 
Hoyle, Md.; Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex.; Fort Riley, Kan.; Fort Snell- 
ing, Minn.; Fort Myer, Va.; Fort 
Francis E. Warren, Wyo.; Presideo 
of Monterey, Cal.; Fort Bliss, Tex.; 
Fort Benning, Ga.; Fort Bragg, N. 
C.; and Fort Sill. 


PATERSON BROAD SILK 
WORKERS VOTE TO STRIKE 


Union Head Says 15,000 Will Walk 
Out Wednesday Over Contract 
Owners Say Was Abrogated. 

By the Associated Press. 

PATERSON, N. J., Nov. 17.—Eli 
Keller, general manager of the 
Associated Silk Workers, announced 
today that broad silk workers had 
voted to strjke next Wednesday at 
midnight. He said about 15,000 
would walk out. 

Keller said the union would de- 
mand that the manufacturers honor 
a contract, signed more than a year 
ago at the conclusion of the 1933 
textile strike. The manufacturers 
declared this contract was abrogat- 
ed in September when the silk 
workers joined the National Textile 
strike. 

The contract provided that there 
should be no strike in Paterson un- 
less 40 per cent of the silk and ray- 
on looms in the competing areas 
outside Paterson were idle. At the 
time of the national strike the man- 
ufacturers said only 15 per cent of 
the looms were idle, but the union 
leaders asserted 55 per cent were 
idie. Since the return of the work- 
ers, Keller charges, there have been 
wage reductions and discriminatory 
acts against those who walked out.

Review Is Sought for Clarence Nor- 
ris, Negro, Sentenced to Death 
in Alahama.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The 
Scottsboro case is back in the Su- 
preme Court. A petition was filed 
today asking the court to review 
the conviction of Clarence Norris, 
now under sentence of death for as- 
sault on a white woman on a rail 
road train near Scottsboro, Ala. 

Norris is in the Kilby prison at 
Montgomery, Ala. His execution 
is set for Feb. 8, a 60-day delay 
having been granted him yesterday 
to permit his counsel to carry his 
case to the highest court.

ney will file a petition next week | 


asking for a review of the convic- 
tion of Haywood Patterson, in the 
same case. 

The petition filed today asserts 
that Alabama courts refused to per- 
mit the introduction of material evi- 
dence offered to prove that there 
had been race discrimination 
against Norris. It declared the in- 
dictment and conviction of Negroes 
by juries from which Negroes were 
systematically excluded was a de- 
niel of the equal protection of the 
law guaranteed by the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

When the Scottsboro case . was

Court, the conviction of Norris and 
Patterson was set aside on the 
ground that they had been deprived 
of the benefit of counsel and the 
case was sent back for retrial. 


MO. PAC. TO SPEND $600,000

Federal Court Authorizes Installa- 
tion in 68 Coaches by Next 
Summer. 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
has received authority from Fed- 
eral Judge Faris to install air-con- 
ditioning equipment in 68 passen- 
ger cars by next summer. The 
railroad is being operated by a 
trusteéship under authority of the 
Federal Court. 

The railroad announced yester- 
day that 193 passenger cars in op- 
eration on its lines would be air- 
conditioned by that time. This in- 
cludes 102 cars owned by the 
Pullman Co. and 21 owned by the 
International Great -Northern and 
St. Louis, Brownsville & Mexico 
Railroads, operated as part of the 
Missouri Pacific system.

Stimulates Heart Beats — ‘Insufflator’ 
Used in Asphyxial Cases. 


500 Persons Apparently Dead 
Revived by Two Instruments 
Recently Developed by Doctors 


a Gold Needle 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Nearly 500 
persons apparently dead have been 
brought back to life in New York 
and Chicago by two scientific in- 
struments recently developed by 
physicians. Many were quite liter- 
ally “dead” by ordinary tests—a 
few of them new-born babies, for 
whom the last hope had been given 
up. The 500 were restored not only 
to life, but to health. 

The one big fact in organized 
medicine’s restoration was the 
knowledge that the body’s organs 
do not die all at once. The brain 
seems the most perishable. Two 
minutes is the average time as- 
signed for it to live after the heart 
stops. But there is evidence that 
it may survive longer, perhaps for 
six to eight minutes. Men dead for 
15 to-70 minutes have been revived 
with brains uninjured. 

Internal organs like the liver may 
live for many hours. Hair follicles 
have been found definitely still alive 
three days after death. 

Finally, this life can be main- 
tained indefinitely in individual or- 
gans. At Johns Hopkins Medical 
School parathyroid glands are re- 
moved from the human body, kept 
alive outside for several weeks, then 
transplanted to another body. There 
they not only may live, but grow 
larger. 

Devices Prolong Co-ordination. 

Animal hearts, if fed, can live 
forever. Human hearts are  be- 
lieved to possess exactly the same 
capacity. But the co-ordination is 
not eternal. It is at this point that 
the new medical instruments enter, 
to prolong co-ordination, even after 
“death.” 

This lengthened period is not 
long, two or three up to at most 75 
minutes after “death.” It is used 
only when medical men believe the 
patient can be restored to complete 
health. 

The immediate objective is an an- 
nual company of American “dead” 
about equaling the number of au- 
tomobile fatalities. It is believed 
that as many as 50,000 in this group 
could be saved yearly if the new 
devices reached them soon enough. 

These persons now die of more 
than a dozen diseases and accidents. 
These include carbon monoxide poi- 
soning, electric shock, poison gas, 
drowning, anesthesia, infections, in- 
fantile paralysis, mechanical suffo- 
cation, pulmonary complications, 
atelectasis (lung collapse), drug poi- 
soning and fires. 

The victims of these troubles are 
likely to have healthy bodies, but 
die from a sudden blockage, either 
of heart or lungs. It is from this 
class that virtually all those come 
who have been brought back from 
seemingl? certain death. There is 
no progress yet toward restoring to 
life the person who has died of a 
wasting disease—nor any wish by 
physicians to attempt it. 

A Pacemaker for the Heart. 

About 200 of those revived here 
and in Chicago were treated with 
the “artificial pacemaker,” a gold 
needle which stimulates heart 
beats with electrical impulses at 
the rate of 30 to 120 a minute. This 
needle was brought eut two years 
ago by the Witkin Foundation of 
Beth David Hospital, New York 
City. It grew out of the fact that 
up to 1930 about 60 persons, appar- 
ently dead, had been restored by 
hypodermic injections directly into 
their hearts. 

Adrenalin was frequently used, 
but even a “shot” of caffein simi- 
larly given restored some of the 


patients, This all called attention into virtually a solid mass, 


to a mighty effort which Nature 
herself makes in every heart, in 
the first 90 seconds after it stops, 
to get it to resume beating. 

The heart quickly loses alkalini- 
ty, and its acidity rises. With ris- 
ing acidity the heart becomes a 
better conductor of electricity, its 
own natural control is partly elec-| 
trical, with exceedingly faint chem-| 
ico-electric currents. The prick of 
a needle, without any hypodermic 
at all, is an electric shock to a 
heart in this condition. Realiza- 
tion brought the perfection of the 
artificial pacemaker to supply elec- 
tric impulses. 

How Gold Needle Is Used. 

It was found that the heart has 
an electrical pacemaker of its own, 
a small group of cells in the right 
auricle, which seem to regulate the 
beat of the entire heart muscle. The 
gold electrical needle is used to 
substitute for these pacemaking 
cells. 

Use of the needle tip there, in- 
stead of haphazardly about the 
heart, appears to be frequentiy the 
direct source of restoration. For in 
the left side of the heart the elec- 
tric needle, or any other stimulant, 
may set off beat impulses to inter- 
fere with the signals of the natural 
pacemaker on the other side of the 
heart. It is that kind of interfer- 
ence which mild electric shocks 
cause, resulting frequently in death. 
For a long time the cause of death 
from such light shocks was not un- 
derstood. Now it is one of the 
forms of death which can be re- 
called, simply by using the gold 
needle on the other side of the 
heart. 


The definite steps in restoring 
life after a heart stops beating now 
comprise four cycles. First in the 
90 seconds immediately after heart 
stoppage, when acidity and electri- 
cal conductivity are rising, the 
chance of comeback is 80 per cent, 
either by gold needle or by the 
older forms of stimulation. 

After 90 seconds and up to five 
minutes the gold needle drops to 70 
per cent; the others to 30. From 
five to eight minutes after death 
the others lose all chances of recall 
to life, but the gold needle can 
restore about 30 per cent. After 
eight minutes there is no uniform- 
ity. A few have been revived after 
70 minutes. The longest for the 
gold teedle is 74 minutes. 

“Insufflator”’ Developed. 

The other new device for restora- 
tion is an insufflator, sponsored by 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Asphyxial Death. It. is a pressure 
apparatus for mechanical breath- 
ing, which goes a step farther than 
the “mechanical lungs,” the equip- 
ment of emergency squads and arti- 
ficial respiration. 

Insufflation forces oxygen and 
carbon dioxide into the lungs. More 
over it mixes them when necessary 
in proportions to stimulate as well 
as give the ordinary effects of air. 

In the normal atmosphere there 
is less than 1 per cent of carbon 
dioxide. The insufflator uses 10 to 
30 per cent of this gas. As spon- 
sored by the Asphyxiation Society it 
is easily portable. It picks up 
where « ther methods of revival end. 
The society has the indorsement of 
the American Medical Association. 

It is a medical rather than a lay 
instrument. It is in use now in 
about 30 medical institutions. At the 
Cornell Medica) Center in New York 
City the insufflator is credited with 


reviving 300 babies born with atelec- 
tasis. Their lungs were collapsed

Bears Solve Tigers’ Air Attack. 

Only for a few minutes in the 
second quarter when Arthur Loch- 
iner was throwing tremendous 
passes to the far corners of the 
gridiron end frequently finding re- 
ceivers in the clear, did the Tigers 
look like a football machine. And 
shortly the Bears solved the passing 
attack.

When Pilots James Ingram and 
William Lester, of American Air- 
lines, flew a new Douglas trans- 
port plane from Fort Worth to Chi- 
cago in three hours, 52 minutes re- 
cently, they did more than estab- 
lish a speed record for the route. 
Their flight emphasized the final 
step in a re-equipment program 
American has instituted in the last 
six months at an estimated cost of 
$2,500,000. 

This -expenditure included the 
purchase of 30 new planes, the ren- 
ovation of eight others, and the ac- 
quisition of 92 new Wright Cyclone 
F-2 and F-3 type engines By the 
first of the year, American Ajir- 
lines will have in operation 12 Cur- 
tiss Wright Condor day coaches, six 
convertible Condor sleepers, 10 
Douglas transports and 10 Vultees. 

The Douglas in which Ingram and 
Lester clipped an even 30 minutes 
off the previous Fort Worth-Chi- 
cago record, was the first of the 
fleet which will complete this pro- 
gram. These large planes will be 
used to accelerate schedules be- 
tween principal metropolitan cen- 
ters served by the system, and first 
service is scheduled for the Chicago- 
New York route, via Detroit and 
Buffalo. 

Several improvements distinguish 
the 1935 Douglas from _ previous 
planes of the same general type. Al- 
terations in the rudder and eleva- 
tor design have resulted in better 
flying stability. Use of improved 
propellers has permitted smoother 
and more efficient operation.

President K. T. Keller, of the 
Dodge Corporation, speaking at a 
luncheon in Detroit, said that when 
ithe first Dodge car was built, the 
factory occupied 900,000 square feet 
of floor space, while the present 
floor area is 5,810,462 square feet. 
In 1914, the Dodge payroll had 4000 
factory workers. In the peak pro- 
duction days of 1934 the factory 
employed 29,108 wage earners. 

In the six weeks of the company’s 
1914 activities, 249 Dodge cars were 
shipped. In the following year 
shipments jumped to 45,033, and 
they mounted to 79,799 in 1916. The 
100,000 mark was reached in 1917 
when shipments reached the total 
of 110,271. Production dropped 
somewhat in 1918, due to the World 
War. More than 15,000 Dodges were 
delivered during the war to the 
Government. 

On July 1, 1920, the 500,000th 
Dodge was finished. Dodge No. 1,- 
000,000 was completed Dec. 12, 1923. 
Less than four years later the 2,- 
000,000th Dodge rolled off the lines. 
The day when the 3,000,000th Dodge 
motor vehicle will go into service is 
only a few months off.

President, Thinks Cars 
From Users’ Viewpoint 


Says Every Auto Engineer Ought 
to Spend Two Weeks Yearly 
in Retail Selling. 

Policies that Roy H. Faulkner, 
newly elected president of the Au- 
burn Automobile Co., may be ex- 
pected to follow are indicated, it is 
said, by something he said to a 
newspaper reporter about three 
years ago.

$4,714,019 at End of Ten Days 


Expenditures for Improvements Made Before 
Start of Campaign in City and County 
Not Included. 


Pledges to make an aggregate ex- 
penditure of $4,714,019 for moderni- 
zation, repairs and alterations of 
their respective properties were re- 
ceived from residents of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, it was shown 
in a tabulation of the reports re- 
ceived up to last Thursday nigfit) 
from workers in the Better Hous- 
ing campaign being conducted by 
the Federal Housing Administration 
in cooperation with the City and 
County Chambers of Commerce. It 
is believed that the total for the 
two weeks ended yesterday will be 
in excess of $5,000,000. 

This would be more than one- 
half the minimum goal of $10,000,- 
000 set at the beginning of the 90- 
day campaign, and greatly exceeds 
the results achieved in the first 
eight working days by any other 
city conducting similar campaigns. 

Up to last Tuesday night the field 
force of 900 men and women had 
canvassed 35,823 of the estimated 
200,000 or more buildings in city 
and county. Signed pledges to make 
improvements during the next few 
weeks were received from 6082 
owners. Pledges to undertake new 
construction totalled 348, alterations 
904, and additions to existing build- 
fings, 336. 

The smallest pledge thus far re- 
ported was for an expenditure of 
$3, and the largest $165,000, made by 
a business institution, which 
planned extensive plant improve- 
ments.

what I believe and what we are trying to do 
here. What we are doing is in the American 
tradition. The right to be free and the right to 
be happy. The rights of property have been 
given an utterly disproportionate place. We 
must come to the understanding that prop- 
erty is only an incident to the attainment of 
the real end—economic freedom. 

“That is one thing I am working for—a 
new legal concept of property rights. Under 
monopoly control of the means of production, 
opportunity has declined and declined and de- 
clined until it gets down to a job. That is 
the only property that most people can have 
—that they can ever have. We must work 
out a concept under which the right to a job 
is the first property right—the right to a 
livelihood, the property right that comes be- 
fore all others. 

“That’s the way the truck driver out in 
the street feels about it. The job belongs to 
him—it is his property right. And he’ll fight 
for it, as he did here in Minneapolis last 
summer. 

“It is not that we propose to destroy prop- 
erty rights. We intend to broaden them. Col- 
lective ownership is the ultimate property 
right—property in which everyone owns a 
share. That is the basis of a co-operative 
commonwealth. And if you can’t achieve it 
with capitalism, you’ve got to do it with 
something else.’’ 


Platform Uncompromising 
In Rejecting Capitalism. 


The preamble of the platform of the Farm- 
er-Labor party, on which a majority of State 
officers, a United States Senator and three 
Congressmen were elected, is uncompromising 
in its rejection of capitalism. 

“Palliative measures will continue to fail,” 
says the platform. ‘‘Only a complete reorgani- 
zation of the present social structure into a 
co-operative commonwealth will bring eco- 
nomic security and prevent a prolonged pe- 
riod of suffering among the people. 

*“‘We, therefore declare that capitalism has 
failed and that immediate steps must be taken 
by the people to abolish capitalism in a peace- 
ful and lawful manner and that a new, sane 
and just society must be established; a system 
in which all the natural resources, machinery 
of production, transportation and communi- 
cation shall be owned by the Government and 
operated democraticall} for. the benefit of all 
the people and not for the benefit of the few.” 

Enormously resourceful, by admission even 
of his enemies—who are numerous—Gov. 
Olson is now working out the “immediate 
steps’ which he hopes will be the beginning 
of the new order, Only 42 years old, he has 
had long political training in a harsh school. 
There are no tricks he does not know. 

Because of certain peculiarities of the Min- 
nesota election laws, under which a candidate 
for the Legislature does not run under the 
party designation, and because of strong op- 
position to the Farmer-Labor platform in the 
small towns and even in more conservative 
farming areas, the Governor will probably 
face an unfriendly Legislature. But he is not 
ignoring the implications of the 16-point 


Farmer-Labor platform. His plans cover each 
point, whether for the coming session or fu- 
ture sessions. Step by step he would push 
the revision that his party has demanded, 
knowing full well the obstacles in his way. 


Executive Discusses 
Planks in Platform. 


Gov. Olson discussed frankly each of the 
16 planks in the platform and what he hoped 
from them, as follows: 

1. Agriculture. Legislation will be intro- 
dueed at the coming session of the Legisla- 
ture to extend the Minnesota mortgage mora- 
torium act two years. The period of redemp- 
tion would also be extended. | 

A section would be added to the law which 
would better protect the farmer from fore- 
closure or eviction. Gov. Olson is proud of 
the United States Supreme Court decision up- 
holding the Minnesota mortgage law, for 
which he was chiefly responsible. In this de- 
cision was the implication that law must not 
be used to hamper social progress but be 
broadened by interpretation to meet new cir- 
cumstances and changing conditions. In pre- 
paring his legislative program, Gov. Olson 
takes no little hope from this decision. He 
would introduce further legislation to broad- 
en the Farmer-Labor homestead tax law, 
passed at the last session, so that both farm 
and city homesteads would be exempt from 
taxation for the first $4000 of valuation. 

2. Marketing——Already Minnesota has more 
producers’ co-operatives than any other state, 
Gov. Olson points out. At present these co- 
operatives exist in conjunction with pri- 
vate business. He is considering legislation 
which would actually discriminate in favor of 
the co-operatives, particularly through 
exempting them from certain forms of taxa- 
tion to which they are now subject. It is 
thought that such legislation would have an 
excellent chance of passage, since even con- 
servative members of the Legislature are 
known to be committed to co-operation. They 
are stanch Republicans but they come from 
communities of Scandinavians or Finns to 
whom co-operation, on a non-profit basis, is 
an accepted way of life. They would not dare 
oppose co-operative legislation, if it were pre- 
sented properly, it is said. 


High Hurdles Ahead of 


Public Ownership Plan. 

3. The industrial program 
public ownership of mines, water power, 
transportation and communication, packing 
plants, factories and all public utilities.

A bill was introduced in the last Leg- 
islature giving municipalities which own and 
operate power and light plants authority to 
extend their lines to neighboring villages and 
towns within a radius of 25 miles, This bill 
was made law but only after a compromise 
with the conservatives who insisted upon an 
amendment which prohibits the sale of elec- 
tric current to towns, largely limiting the 
scope of the law to farm sales. Gov. Olson 
would remove this restriction and greatly ex- 
tend the radius so that a municipal plant 
might expand and supply a wide territory 
with current. Campaign literature pointed 
out the advantage of such legislation by cit- 
ing the example of Virginia, Minn., where 
the municipal plant supplies electricity at two 
cents a kilowatt hour in contrast with its next 
door neighbor, Eveleth, where the rate under 
a private company is 7.5 cents a_ kilowatt 
hour. 

The private utility companies serving 
Minneapolis and St. Paul have no franchise. 
At several elections the voters in the Twin 
Cities have refused to grant a franchise and 
only by a narrow margin they defeated a pro- 
posal to establish a municipal plant in St. 
Paul... Gov. Olson has plans for sponsoring a 
municipal utility system for St. Paul and 
Minneapolis which he is not yet ready to di- 
vulge. The plan includes the introduction of 
natural gas which has been brought within 
50 miles of the city limits. 


Hopeful of Co-operative 
Packing Plants. 


One of Gov. Olson’s afms in sponsoring a 
plan to fix the price of basic farm commodi- 
ties—a plan which he took to Washington at 
the head of a delegation of Western gover- 
nors—was to enable co-operative packing 
plants to exist. Under present conditions, 
Gov. Olson says, if a co-operative marketing 
group should attempt to process the cattle 
which it now sells co-operatively to private 
plants, it would come up against such price- 
cutting methods as they could not withstand. 
Despite the anti-trust laws, the big companies 
would combine to force out a co-operative, the 
Governor says. Price-fixing would prevent 
private firms from outbidding the co-opera- 
tive, he maintains, and he has not given up 
hope that some such plan may be made to 
work, at least long enough to allow a strong 
co-operative packing plant to become estab- 
lished. 

The State already owns many iron mines 
which are now under lease to private com- 
panies. The royalties go into a permanent’ 
trust which is used chiefly for educational 
purposes. One of the reasons why the Farm- 
er-Labor party stood, in plank number 16, for 
government ownership and operation of 
munition plants was that it was hoped it 


the system of work relief now followed 
by the Federal Government. On March 8, 
1933, he suggested at the conference of Gov- 
ernors called by President Roosevelt that the 
unemployed be put to work making goods 
for themselves in idle factories. The propor- 
tion of employed on work relief is larger 
than in almost any other state, partly as a 
result of the Governor’s aggressive policy in 
obtaining Federal funds for this purpose. He 
was, incidentally, the only Governor to be ap- 
pointed State Administrator of Relief. 


Social Insurance 
Program Modified. 


5—Social Insurance—As originally stated 
in the platform this plank called upon the 
State to take over and operate all forms of 
insurance, not only the newer forms of so- 
cial insurance having to do with unemploy- 
ment and industrial hazards, but life insur- 
ance, too. During the campaign this was 
modified, the Governor and other Farmer- 
Labor candidates taking the view that co- 
operative companies, working on a non-profit 
basis, had already made considerable advance 
in the older types of insurance and that life, 
accident, health insurance, belonged properly 
to the co-operatives rather than to the State. 


The exceptions would be unemployment in- 
surance, workmen’s compensation and old 
age pensions which would be administered 
by the State. A compulsory old-age pension 
law was passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature but it must be liberalized, Gov. Olson 
says. Now the whole burden falls upon the 
counties with the result that bankrupt coun- 
ties in the northern part of the state, where 
there are the most applicants for benefits, are 
unable to pay. ‘“‘The state must be a part- 
ner,” says Olson, ‘“‘in order to equalize the 
differences between the prosperous and the 
impoverished counties.” 


Gov. Olson has advocated unemployment in- 
surance since the campaign of 1924, in which 
he was defeated. At the last session he intro- 
duced a bill calling for unemployment insur- 
ance which he will reintroduce. Under it 
the employer contributes 4 per cent of total 
payrolls, the employe nothing and the State 
nothing more than supervisory costs. The 
Governor considers it a good bill. It would 
be co-ordinated with the system of State em- 
ployment offices which were created under a 
measure that Secretary of Labor Perkins has 
taken as a model for national legislation. Both 
these bills were drawn up in collaboration 
with the economics department of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. 

These measures for social insurance have a 
good chance of passage, Gov. Olson feels. He 
would exempt the co-operative life insurance 
companies from taxation just as he would 
exempt the producers’ co-operatives. 

6—Conservation—At the 1931 _ session, 
during Olson’s first term as Governor, a con- 
servation commission was credited to co-ordi- 
nate all the resources of the State. Now the 
Governor proposes to broaden the authority 
of the commission so that it will have author- 


Feeling Grows 
Saar Plebiscite 


May Not Be Held

so far as the Plebiscite Commission is 

concerned, nearly 530,000 Saarlanders 
will receive their long-awaited opportunity to 
say whether or not they wish to return to 
the Fatherland next January. 

As the date of the plebiscite approaches, 
however, there is a growing feeling that some- 
thing will happen to prevent the balloting. 
The report of the League’s Plebiscite Com- 
mittee, which was framed in secrecy at 
Rome early in November when Baron Pom- 
peii Aloisi, Italian; Lopez Olivan, Spaniard, 
and Cantilo, Argentine, met to reconsider the 
situation, is awaited with apprehension. It 
will be submitted to the extraordinary session 
of the League’s Council which meets Nov. 19, 

Although the registration lists for the pleb- 
iscite closed officially Oct. 23, there were 
nearly 25,000 would-be voters who found they 
had not been included. There were also 
nearly 40,000 names on the lists which were 
challenged either by the German Front—the 
Saar Nazi organization—or the Socialists, 
Communists and anti-Hitlerites. 


Registration Fraud Charges. 


The opponents of the Nazis persist in their 
claims that the German Front has padded the 
lists with 100,000 fictitious names—names of 
people long since dead, or who have left the 
territory. They also claim that the inmates 
of jails, poorhouses and insane asylums have 
been registered, so that their votes can be cast 
for Hitler. 

The Nazis, on the other hand, charge that 
the opposition is deliberately filing complaints 
so as to clutter up the plebiscite machinery 
and make voting in January impossible. 

A prominent member of the Commission 
is.-authority for the statement that while there 
were thousands of illegal names on the regis- 
tration lists, there has been thus far no evie 
dence of deliberate fraud. Most of the non- 
qualified voters registered by mistake or 
through ignorance of the necessary qualifica- 
tions, which are that a voter must be over 21 
years old and have lived in the Saar terri- 
tory since 1919. 


Danger of Armed Outbreak. 

Considerable fear is felt both by the Intere 
national Saar Governing Board, presided over 
by G. F. F. Knox, an Englishman, which gove- 
erns the territory for the League, and by the 
Plebiscite Commision, that if balloting is de- 
layed serious disorders may result. The possi- 
bility of a Nazi putsch is not precluded. There 
are about 15,000 young residents of the Saar 
enrolled in the Nazi Labor Front. At one 
time their leaders threatened direct action but 
the blunt warning from France that the 
troops would occupy the territory caused Ber- 
lin to tone down its propaganda, The Sociale 
ists, Communists and anti-Nazis also are said 
to be armed and if they should make a suc- 
cessful coup d’etat and set up an autonomous 
government they are certain to have French 
sympathy, at least. 

At this moment the situation is fraught 
with danger and not until the fate of the 
Saar has been definitely and fairly determined 
will Europe breathe easily, 


Other Territories Sought. 


That the German Nazis, after having 
brought the Saar back under the Swastika: em- 
blem, will start a drive to regain Schleswig 
and Eupen and Malmedy, is the conviction ex- 
pressed by Germans and French residing here 
in this, the most French city in the entire 
Saar territory. 

Schleswig was given to Denmark after the 
World War on the theory that it was stolen 
from Denmark previously by the Prussians, 
Eupen and Malmedy, one-time Belgian ree 
gions, were given to Brussels after a ‘“‘pleb- 
iscite.”’ Both regions are included in the 
Nazi map—known as the Rosenberg Plan— 
of a Greater Germany. 

According to charges made by I. P. Neilsen, 
a deputy in the Danish Parllament from 
Schleswig, the German Nazis there are system- 
atically boring in in preparation for a putsch 
at the proper moment. Berlin has spent 
more than 5,000,000 marks, Neilsen asserts, 
buying up 70 large estates and placing them 
under German ownership. There are now 
more than 60 private German schools in the 
province, as against less than 30 two years 
ago. In their “economic penetration” the

A Schleswig German 
Front is nothing more than a unit of the Nazi 
storm-troop organization, as it is in the Saar, 

That the Belgian Government is cognizant 
of the infiltration of Nazis in Eupen and Mal- 
medy, is evident from the formidable defense 
program the Cabinet has approved. Some time 
ago—before the advent of Hitler—Beigians

“One of the factors in the situation is 
that some companies which have coal 
yards scattered over the city, established 
in the days before motor trucks, because 
horses couldn't deliver so far, are still 
trying to maintain outmoded yards, try- 
ing to stick to the horse-and-buggy days 
at the expense of the public.” 

I wonder if this gentleman would kind- 
ly tell us where coal dealers could store 
their stocks of fuel, much of which is 
held to meet the huge increase in demand 
caused by severe cold snaps, if not at 
coal yards conveniently located through- 
out the city? If all coal dealers closed 
their “outmoded yards,’ and imitated 
this gentleman’s way of doing business, 
a large part of the public would freeze 
for days before they could be supplied 
from direct mine shipments,’ even if the 
mines could extract coal fast enough to 
meet the rush demand. Cutting down 
operating costs in business can be car- 
ried to a point detrimental to the public 
welfare, and this proposal is one instance 
of it.

Duck-Hunting at Old Monroe.

EDERAL and State game depart- 
ments should investigate and correct 

the duck-hunting situation at Old Mon- 

roe, Mo. I shot in a blind there recently 
and witnessed the worst lack of sports- 
manship I have seen in years. 

Blinds are rented from $2.50 to $5 
per day per man by professional guides. 
These blinds are so close together that 
it is disgusting to a real duck shooter. 
No more than 75 or 80 feet separate 
them and, if a gun were accidentally dis- 
charged, it could easily kill a hunter in 
the next blind. 

The Federal Government says one can 
use only 25 live decoys. Well, each blind 
at this place has 25 decoys, but when 
a duck flies down Cuivre River, it sees 
not 25 ducks but at least 1000. 

I heard 400 shots fired at one time on 
at least 10 occasions. I cannot under- 
stand why all the hunters shoot, but 
they do. A. J. BROCK.

Jonah’s Broken Back. 


| bs a recent issue of your paper, there 
appeared an account of the death of 
Jonah, the Zoo's sea elephant, the cause 
of death being stated as pneumonia and 
possible injury resulting from a broken 
back. 

A day or two later, there appeared in 
the Daily Magazine section of your pa- 
per a picture of Jonah, showing the 4000- 
pound mammal leaning far backward in 
an endeavor to reach a tempting fish 
held in the hand of the keeper. I have 
been present on numerous occasions 
when Jonah was made so to perform for 
the entertainment of the crowds. A nor- 
mal sea lion might easily perform the 
same stunt without injury, but this 4000- 
pound sea elephant could hardly perform 
and do it without injury to himself. It 
is no wonder that he died with a brok- 
en back. It seems a shame for the city 
to have spent $7000 for Jonah, an un- 
usual and genuine attraction, and coni- 
pelling him to perform dangerous stunts 
which undoubtedly hastened his end. The 
taxpayers again paid the bill. 


GEN. SMUTS’ ARMS PROPOSAL. 

Gen. Jan Smuts of South Africa, one of the British 
Empire’s ablest public men, has made a plea in 
London for armament equality between Germany and 
the other nations. It is a proposal that on its face 
combines justice and expediency. Justice, because 
Germany, galled by the Versailles Treaty terms, has 
good ground for resenting the armed status of her 
neighbors. Expediency, because Germany is now re- 
arming, and open recognition of that fact would 
clarify the European atmosphere. 

But whether such a plan could be agreed upon 
in the present state of Europe’s mind is highly 
doubtful. France, for one, may be expected to resist 
to the last breath any move that would increase 
the relative strength of the Reich. Motivated by 
past war-like statements of the Nazi leaders, France 
(and other Powers as well) doubtless will refuse to 
agree to either method by which equality may be 
obtained: reduction of forces of the victorious na- 
tions, or increase of Germany’s military machine. 

The impasse derives from the former Allies’ fail- 
ire to keep their pledge to reduce armaments. This 
‘gave the German people their greatest post-war griev- 
ance, and threw them into the arms of a political 
group that promised to right that wrong. The Allies 
themselves thus created the German Frankenstein 
monster. 

It is Gen. Smuts’ view that a grant of equality 

to Germany would bring that nation back to the 
disarmament conference, and make possible a paring 
of armaments by all hands. That is a solution de- 
youtly to be hoped for. But will the other nations 
trust Hitler and his followers with a full-sized mili- 
tary machine with this possibility in view? On the 
other hand, how far will they go to prevent German 
rearmament in the event that no agreement can 
be had on the grant of equality? Will they avoid 
all action at present, in the hope that a democratic 
and conciliatory government will eventually succeed 
the Hitler regime? 
The European armaments muddle, which imperils 
the world’s peace and threatens bankruptcy to all 
the peoples, was created by the short-sightedness and 
vengeful spirit of the victorious nations themselves. 
Today, confronted by the knotty problem of what 
to do about Germany, they are stewing in their 
own juice. Recogniti of equality or reduction 
of armaments a dozen years ago would have pre- 
vented the Nazi upsurge and made Europe a com- 
paratively tranquil region today. As it is, Gen. 
Smuts’ suggestion finds these nations in the position 
of a huntsman frantically clutching a bear by the 
tail. 
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A NEW GRADE-CROSSING DEVICE. 
Experiments are being conducted, Railway Age re- 
ports, with a new type of railway crossing protective 
device—a barrier which rises up in the roadway 50 
feet from the track just before the train arrives. The 
inventors claim it will “positively bar’’ motor cars 
from the crossing. This ingenious device has an air 
of promise, but it can scarcely be presented as a final 
solution of the problem. The human element being 


-| what it is, fatalities occur with regularity at cross- 


ings guarded by watchmen, by gates, by colored lights, 
gongs and other kinds of signals. It is safe to pre- 
dict that, should the new device be adopted, it will 
not be long before we hear of a hurrying or reckless 
motorist dashing his machine into or through the bar- 
rier, with painful if not fatal results. 

Last year’s casualty record of the American grade 
crossing was 1360 killed and 4430 injured. Such 
devices as the new type may reduce this toll, but 
the only sure way of ending the menace is to sepa- 
rate permanently the flow of highway and railway 
traffic by means of overpasses and underpasses. Such 
a program would be costly, but if the authorities wish 
a highly useful form of public works that would em- 
ploy many men and consume much material, they 
could do no better than to launch, with the railroads’ 
co-operation if possible, an extensive program of 
grade-crossing elimination. 


VERMONT IS SLIPPING. 

Events age swiftly in this era of speed. That elec- 
tion of Nov. 6, for example. Less than a fortnight 
away and already its temples are graying, its step 
gropes in the prudence of venerable caution. Refer- 
ence to it is prefaced with apology. Yet speak of it 
we must. The inexorable statistics require us, re- 
luctantly, to say that Vermont, herself, is really no 
better than she should be. 

Let us hasten to assert that our reproach implies 
m0 moral turpitude. It is with the political behavior 
of the proud Green Mountaineers that we are, per- 
force, concerned. The State’s loyalty to the Repub- 
lican party has been accounted among the eternal 
verities. And yet, as the tally of the years only too 
accusingly reveals, her majorities read like the law 
of diminishing returns. 

Look at the fateful figures. In 1924, Vermont was 
Republican by 64,000, which might almost be called 
unanimous. Four years later, that monumental judg- 


had whittled the margin down to 23,000. <A con- 
tinuous decline, we submit. But what about the first 
Tuesday following the first Monday of November, 
1934? A mere hair line of 1500 votes separated Ver- 
mont from throwing herself into the arms of the all- 
conquering Democrats. 

What of the next test? Thirty-six, sprinting down 
the calendar, will all too soon be upon us. As we 
scan the election reports two years from now, shall 
we behold Vermont gazing star-eyed at the Demo- 
cratic Donkey, enraptured, enthralled, lost? That 


is just about what the wild waves are saying. 
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- OIL POLLUTION AND WILDFOWL. 

The oil-burning ship is a notable contribution to 
navigation, but it means also a high mortality for 
aquatic birds and for fish. When the thick, oily 
residue is dumped into the water, it remains afloat. 
It gums the feathers of wildfowl and matg the fine 
down that protects their bodies against cold. As a 
result, they are unable to fly, and perish from cold, 
hunger or drowning. Thousands of dead birds have 
been observed along the coasts, killed by oil pollu- 
tion. Great quantities of fish, shrimp, crabs, etc., too, 
are killed by the oil globules. Fishermen have 
learned that where oil is seen on the surface, no her- 
ring or mackerel will be found. 

A law was passed by Congress in 1924 making it 
unlawful to discharge oil into coastal or navigable 
waters, and a convention among 13 nations, adopted 
in 1926, was directed toward the same end. Obvious- 


ly, such measures are impossible to enforce, for a 
vast army of inspectors would be required, and the 
offending vessel usually is far on its way before the 
offense is discovered. However, a mechanical sep-

maritime nations agree to make it compulsory for 
oil-burning vessels tq be equipped with this device. 
Action along this line seems a logical solution ‘for 
a situation that should be ended on humanitarian, as 
well as economic and recreational, grounds. 
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THE BASIC PROBLEM. 

A cautious tone dominated the President’s speech 
last week on his social security aspirations. He has 
decided to concentrate for the present on unemploy- 
ment insurance. Old-age pensions and health insur- 
ance are not forgotten, but are pushed into arf in- 
definite future. He emphasizes that he is setting 
up “long-time objectives.” As for unemployment in- 
surance, which will be on the administration pro- 
gram to be submitted to the new Congress, it must 
be “a co-operative Federal-State undertaking”; State 
laws are needed to put it into operation; it must 
not be a dole; it must be separate from the present 
relief system; it must be financed by contributions, 


not taxes; it must be based on sound actuarial prin- | 


ciples. 
The speech fell notably short of the expectations 


aroused in some of the President’s supporters by 
*his economic security address of last June and his 


subsequent appointment of a committee to work out 
a security program. It was not in line with the 
theory that the President would construe the elec- 
tion returns as a mandate to engage in unlimited 
Federal spending on social-welfare projects. Rather, 
it suggested that the heavy weight of responsibility 
laid upon him by the election may have had a sober- 
ing effect. To say that it indicated a move to the 
right is to play with words; it indicated simply a 
coming to grips with realities. The limitations im- 
posed by our governmental system, to say nothing 
of the state of the Federal Treasury and of private 
business, stand in the way of an overnight march 
to Utopia. 


The road is long and hard, as the President 


realizes. There was nothing more significant in his 
speech than the observation that “there can be no 
security for the individual in the midst of general 
insecurity”; that the first task of the nation “is to 
get the economic system to function so that there 
will be a greater general security.” 

In other words, the first task of the nation is to 
get the unemployed back to work. Solve unem- 
ployment and the solution of the rest of our prob- 
lems will follow. Unemployment insurance, how- 
evér meritorious the plan, cannot end our present 
troubles. It can be merely another palliative. It 
can help only those who have jobs, not the job- 
less. Our first concern is to provide jobs. 

The President gave only the broad outlines of the 
insurance plan he will propose. Judgment upon it 
must be suspended until it takes more definite form. 
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UNHAPPY NEWS FROM ENGLAND. 

In view of England’s reputation as a place where 
free speech is inviolate, it will come as no little shock 
to many persons to learn that there is now in that 
country a National Council for Civil Liberties. Such 
an organization is not only in existence, but, judging 


by a report of its activities since its formation early 


this year, is finding plenty to do. In its fight against 
encroachments on the liberties of Englishmen, it has 
led a national campaign against the sedition bill, or- 
ganized committees to report instances of provocation 


at public demonstrations, investigated cases of vic- 


timization in matters of free speech and assembly and 
supplied legal aid for defendants in civil rights cases 
in need of such help. Among the sponsors of the 
movement are some of England’s most distinguished 
citizens, including Harold J. Laski, Henry W. Nevin- 
son, Havelock Ellis, H. G. Wells, Bertrand Russell, 
G. P. Gooch, David Low, G. D. H. Cole, Julian Hux- 
ley and C. E. M. Joad. Apparently, Hyde Park is no 
longer the shining symbol of freedom which it was 
for so long, and if this is so, there is cause for regret 
wherever individual conscience is recognized as the 
prerequisite to progress which it is. 
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A member of the British Museum staff has dis- 
covered the key to the ancient Greeks’ shorthand. 
But it will be just as well to let Sappho’s steno- 
graphic notes remain undisturbed. 
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OUR FIRST ARCHIVIST. 

Public historical records in medieval England were 
part of the royal treasure; they are today in charge 
of a special Government department. Other nations 
have taken similar steps to preserve important docu- 
ments, but the haphazard methods of the United 
States have long been the despair of historians. Fed- 
eral records are scattered in more than 100 reposi- 
tories in Washington alone. Trunks and boxes stored 
in basements and attics have been considered good 
enough; many documents have been lost or dam- 
aged. Efforts to obtain a central archives building 
had been in vain from 1810, when the plan first was 
presented, until the depression. Then, as a public 
works measure, such a structure was authorized, at 


an eventual cost of more than $12,000,000, and it is 


now nearing completion. 

Congress created the position of archivist of the 
United States, with a $10,000 annual salary, to super- 
vise the tremendous task of assembling and. cata- 
loguing the mass of neglected papers. It is ob- 
viously a task for an expert of long training, and the 
President now has appointed, at the suggestion of the 
American Historical Association, a man whose rec- 
ord speaks of ample qualifications. He is Dr. Robert 
D. W. Connor, professor of American history at the 
University of North Carolina. Dr. Connor was ar- 
chivist of his State from 1912 to 1921, has been secre- 
tary of the North Carolina Historical Commission for 
18 years and has published several volumes embody- 
ing his researches. He has assembled for the uni- 
versity a fine collection of documents bearing on the 
State’s history, gathered largely by a campaign to 
enlist public co-operation. 

The future investigator of American history, will 
depend much upon Dr. Connor as his country’s first 
official archivist. And he in turn will be indebted to 
the work of James D. Preston, librarian to the Sen- 
ate, who has done yeoman work in salvaging impor- 
tant documents from forgotten files in the last few 
years, and in calling public attention to the need 
for the work now to be undertaken.

INETEEN authors are represented in 
N this, the sixteenth annual volume of the 

O. Henry Memorial Award prize stories. 
The judges were Suzanne La Follette, John 
Erskine and Burton Rascoe. There prizes 
were awarded, as follows: $300 for the best 
short story, to Louis Paul for “No More 
Trouble for Jedwick”; $200 for the next best 
short story, to Caroline Gordon for “Old 
Red”; a special prize of $100 for the best 
short short story, to William Saroyan for 
“The Daring Young Man on the Flying 
Trapeze.” 

The winning story, if it may be called 
such, is concerned with some doings of a 
Negro, Jedwick, who has just escaped from 
the chain gang and is on his way to New 
York. His doings are as follows: 

Stopping to ask a Negro woman for a 
drink of water, he casually accomplishes 
that which is a prime essential to sophisti- 
cated literature, and moves on down the 
railroad track. Many must have noted that 
if there are two great themes in our movie- 
minded world, murder is the other one. So 
Jedwick must have another drink by way of 
meeting requirements. The white man who 
gives him the drink is about to turn him 
in, so Jedwick kills the fellow, and moves 
on. While riding a freight train that night, 
he kills a brakeman who undertakes to evict 
him. He escapes in the darkness and next 
morning catches a ride to New York in a 
truck. 

That’s all. No more trouble for Jedwick! 
As a mere fragment, the piece is well Writ- 
ten, and a sentimentalist is free to read any 
meaning into it that may please him.

“Old Red,” priced at $100 less than “Jed- 
wick,” is obviously the better piece of work. 
Not that it matters much either way, save 
for the indubitable fact that $300 is $100 
more than $200. It is a good, an amusing 
character sketch of an old liar and brag- 
gart who likes to fish so well that he does 
not get around to committing either of the 
two more fetching sins—at least, not in the 
sketch. If it were a sample lifted out of 
some integrated novel, the piece might seem 
more notable. 

“The Daring Young Man on the Flying 
Trapeze,” specially priced at $100, is rela- 
tively quite a bargain. Being not only a 
short story, but a shor. short one, it is 
perhaps even sketchier than the two other 
winning sketches, but there is at least the 
quality of imagination in it. It sets forth, 
by the “stream of consciousness” method, 
the whirling chaos of broken day dreams 
that pass through the giddy mind of a 
ycung man dying of starvation. It is fine- 
ly, convincingly done, and it seems a pity 
that it is not a part of some organic pre- 
sentation of human experience. 

a * - 

There are much finer things in the col- 
lection than these winning pieces; but un- 
happily they were not formless, and form is 
old-fashioned, for the simple reason that 
we are living now in a state of chaos, in- 
volving all realms, from the economic to the 
cultural, In his discerning introduction, 
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short story writing, is nevertheless ready to 
include them because they show exactly 
what is taking place in the short story.” 

They do show this indeed; also what has 
already taken place in every other field 
and for the same reason. 

“The arguments,” Mr. Hansen further re- 
marks, “is related to the old one of class- 
icism versus impressionism, of the perfect 
whole against the suggestive part.” But 
the argument, as he would no doubt readily 
grant, concerns far more than an esthetic 
principle, and is related to vastly more 
than the old strife between “classicism and 
impressionism.” It concerns the old an- 
tagonism between integration and disin- 
tegration, foria and chaos, reality and il- 

~“lusion, sanity and insanity. There is, no 
truth in the fragmentary. There is truth 
only in the organic. 


Curiously enough, this rage for formless- 
ness, that has been going in America for 
22 years, is intimately associated with social 
and political radicalism. Now the only 
just quarrel that the sane social radical 
can have with our society is precisely this: 
that our society is not organic, is not in- 
tegrated; is, in fact, far from sane. Yet 
radicals commonly favor in the cultural 
realm the same fatal forces of disintegra- 
tion that they deplore in the social and po- 
litical realm! 

The conception of organic form is not, 
as sO many radicals seem to suppose, a 
bourgeois vice. Had that conception, in 
its social aspect, ever been central in bour- 
geois philosophy, we would not now be 
floundering in this chaos. 

It should not be surprising that a bitter, 
spiteful, sordid materialism accompanies 
this rage for the formless, the fragmentary 
view of the human scene, as it most con- 
spicuously does. Nor is it to be regarded 
as accidental that the mean and the nasty 
are so highly favored. Noting with what 
enthusiasm social radicalism espouses a 
myopic materialism, one might suppose that 
bourgeois civilization had not been hope- 
lessly materialistic!

Capital Tax Law Seen 
as a Convenient Club. 


Just now there is considerable 
speculation on whether or not he 
will use the capital tax as a club 
to force reactionary members of the 
Legislature to approve his bills. 
The capital tax was discovered by 
a shrewd Farmer-Labor lawyer in 
a forgotten law of 1879. If it is up- 
held by the State Supreme Court, 
which now has it under considera- 
tion, it will enable the State to tax 
not the physical valuation of an 
industrial plant but the capitalized 
value as represented by the stock 
issues of the company. Those who 
have attempted to revive the law 
point to the fact that industrial 
firms are forever pushing down the 
value of their physical assets for ta:- 
ation purposes and forever pushing 
up their capitalized valuation by 
boosting stock issues; this law 
would get at the discrepancy cre- 
ated by these two factors, its ad- 
vocates say. It would be confisca- 
tory as applied to many firms, it :s 
said. The largest flour milling  n- 
cern would have to pay about $650,- 
000 in back taxes under this forgot- 
ten law.. Those who know the Gov- 
ernor best realize that he will not 
ignore such a weapon if it is avail- 
able to him. ;

“We boldly propose to substitute 
for it a system which is based upon 
co-operative action, a system which 
will afford an opportunity not only 
for work for the unemployed, but 
for a decent standard of living and 
economic security for the masses.” 
Expects to Enter Race 

for Senate in Two Years. 

The Governor’s vote was smaller 
in the rural areas than in the pre- 
vious two elections, but larger in 
the cities. The former he attributes 
to the conservatism of the small 
towns in the southern part of the 
state. Business men made farmers 
believe their farms would be taken 
from them. The votes that he gained 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis he 
attributes to the class conscious- 
ness which the truckers’ strike of 
last summer aroused. 

“I’m glad now,” he says, “that we 
won on the clean-cut issue of rad-

The bitterness felt by the Left is 
therefore explicable particularly as

Catalan Revolt a Blunder. 


The Cataian episode must be 
dealt with separately. It was a 
blunder rather than a crime, of 
the party in office, and by no 
means of Catalonia, and with fed- 
eralistic aims and by no means sep- 
aratist.

As to the future: So long as the 
Socialist party was as a loaded 
gun, the Clerical party had outer 
reasons to be prudent.

Others, particularly among. the 
younger generation, are of opinion 
that this opportunity should be 
seized to modernize the Constitu- 
tion, for, though born in 1931, the 
Constitution has rapidly aged and 
is no longer.in harmony either with 
the requirements of our day or 
with those of the peculiar ways of 
the country.

All religious denomina- 
tions shall be considered as asso- 
ciations subject to special laws. The 
State, the religious, the provinces 
and the municipalities shall not 
maintain or favor or financially aid 
the churches and the religious asso- 
ciations and institutions. 

A special law shall provide for 
the total extinction within a period 
not exceeding two years of State 
grants to the church. 

Those religious orders, the rule 
of which requires in addition to the 
three canonical vows a special vow 
of obedience to an authority other 
than that of the State, are declared 
dissolved. Their property shall be 
nationalized and used for charitable 
and educational purposes.

Building Up Library of Sound Is a Serious 
Business, But Thorough — You Can 
Rent a Penguin's Chirp, If -You Wish.

F you happen to be thinking of making a barnyard film, or a wild 

African jungle picture or something about Byrd at the South 

‘Pole you need not worry about spending any time and money 
recording the sound effects. If you have to register a cOW’S moo or 
a lion’s roar or the voice of a penguin calling its mate, you can get 
it, or them, on a few minutes’ notice for a small fee. Authentic, 
too. No imitations by ex-vaudeville performers but faithful repro- 
ductions made on the hoof and recorded for movie purposes. All 
the big cinema studios have their sound effect libraries as carefully 
catalogued as any Carnegie library in the country. 

If you recall the old nickelodeon days you will remember that 
the piano player furnished the necessary effects to go with the other- 
wise silent movies. The first mechanically-recorded sound registered 
for pictures was the noise of a trav- 
eling train. It was a_ synthetic 
noise made with a little one-cylin- 
der machine fashioned offhand in a 
studio from a piece of gas pipe and 
the works of an old alarm. clock. 
Turned by hand it was pretty 
crude, but just the same the cus- 
tomers who saw the picture, “The 
Pullman Porters,” a short subject 
made in May, 1927, got a real thrill 
out of it. Although it hasn’t been | 
in use for many years, having been pe: 
discarded a few months later when | 
replaced by train noises actually 
recorded on a train, it is kept in 
the library as a matter of senti- 
ment. 

i * %* 

HE second sound effects record- 

ing ever made was of depot 

noises during the arrival of a 
train. This was made in a Los An- 
geles station with the first remote 
control system ever installed for 
such a purpose and used for the 
same short subject, “The Pullman 
Porters” and subsequently for at 
least a hundred other pictures. The 
third effects recording was crowd 
noise at the Pasadena Rose Bowl 
football game on New Year’s Day, 
1928. The pandemonium that re- 
sulted when Roy Riegels, California 
center, ran the wrong way to a 
touchdown that didn’t count—for 
his team—against Alabama, is still 
one of the cherished possessions of 
the sound effects department at 
Warner Brothers. 

With these three recordings as a 
foundation, the Warner sound ef- 
fects was started, early in 1928. | 
Each new picture added new items 
for this library of noise, until now 
there are some two thousand varied 
sound effects ready for immediate 
use whenever needed.

When he was a 
youth, the family moved to Winc- 
sor, Ont., and the boy slipped over 
the river to Detroit, Mich., where 
as bellboy, waiter and Pullman por- 
ter, he earned the money to take 
lessons for the stage. 

About 1891, he became a dramatic 
reader, touring the country on chau- 
tauqua circuits with nearly all of 
Shakespeare in his repertoire. He 
became a close friend of Pau!

Neptune’s bar was built on 
a coral reef at one end of the room. 
Behind a false wall of aquamarine 
gauze, ending far above the heads 
of the dancers, life-like sea ser- 
pents and fish of many colors swam 
through moss and undersea 
growths, silhouetted against indi- 
rect pale green lights. They were 
propelled on slender threads’ by 
concealed, electrically-driven  de- 
vices. In the center of the wall, 
Urashima, the fisherman, on the 
back of his tortoise, was headed 
downward toward the Dragon 
King’s palace, where later the tor- 
toise, by magic’ transformation, 
turned out to be a princess.

DEMAND FOR LIBRARY BOOKS 
SHOWS INCREASE IN OCTOBER 


Greatest Demand for “Nijinsky,” 
by Romela Nijinsky; Other 
Popular Titles. 

St. Louis Public Library and its 
branches issued 69,218 more books 
for home reading in October than 
in September. There was an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the number 
of books and pamphlets consulted 
in the libraries. New borrowers’ 
cards issued, numbered 4644, and 
3152 former card holders reregis- 

tered. 

The Library added, 3895 books 
including 150 books in Braille type, 
to its collection, of which about 
half went to the Central Library 
and the balance to branches.

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FINDS FOODS OFTEN 
CAUSE HEADACHES 


Dr. Frank K. Hansel Says One 
Chronic Case Was Due to 
Eating of Onions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex,, Nov. 17.— 
Dr. French K. Hansel of St. Louis, 
chairman of a session on allergies 
at the convention of the Southérn 
Medical Association, today said in 
an address to the session, that se- 
vere chronic headaches are often 
found to have been caused by cer- 
tain common foods. 

As an instance, he cited the case 
of one woman who suffered head- 
aches for years because she ate 
onions. The condition corrected it- 
self when that food was removed 
from her diet. 

Allergy, a comparatively new 
field of medicine, is a condition of 
hypersensitivity to certain sub- 
stances, ordinarily innocuous. Hay 
fever is the most common allergy, 
being caused by pollen from trees, 
grasses and weeds, Dr. Hansel 
said. 

Reaction in Several Forms. 

Ordinary foods such as wheat, 
milk, chocolate, and eggs, may pro- 
duce allergic conditions in certain 
people, Dr. Hansel said. The re- 
action may be in the form of a 
headache, stomach disorder, skin 
ailment or asthma. 

Persons suffering from an al- 
lergy, Dr. Hansel said, usually de- 
velop the first symptoms iin in- 
fancy, when the condition may 
manifest itself in the form of hives, 
eczema or colic. Other manifesta- 
tions appear, he said, usually be- 
tween the ages of two and five, 
when asthma, hay fever, or other 
nasal trouble may develop. 

Dr. Hansel said about 10 per 
cent of the population suffers from 
allergy in some form. Eighty per 
cent of those who have hay fever, 
he added, are troubled the year 
round with other phases of the dis- 
ease, such as headaches, skin dis- 
orders, or body swelling. 

Feathers Among Causes. 

Among factors producing allergy, 
besides food, Dr. Hansel mentioned 
feathers, such as pillows are often 


stuffed with; animal hair, most 
commonly met with in woolen 
clothes and blankets; household 


dust, and various types of cos- 
metics. 

Treatment of the malady can be 
undertaken, Dr, Hansel said, only 
after a thorough study of the his- 
tory of the patient, and perform- 
ance of experiments to test the sen- 
sitivity of the skin to the common 
protein substances known to cause 
allergy. The patient is instructed 
to keep a daily record of foods 
eaten, so that the physician may 
| determine from what source the 
‘allergy originates. 
| The Southern Medical Associa- 
_tion, at its meeting here, decided

Working up a preliminary head 
of steam on her own, Miss Mayer 
cast the issue into the recent con- 
vention of the Junior League at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. The heads 
of the league were a little taken 
aback by the suddenness of the 
proposal that all good Junior 
Leaguers give up a prized society 
hobby. They hemmed and hawed 
and reached no conclusion. 

Support of Miss Mayer's de- 
mand was given by Miss Elizabeth 
Taylor, athletic southern blonde, 
president of the Junior League, 
Bryn Mawr graduate, licensed air- 
plane pilot, former women’s golf 
champion of Arkansas. Mrs. de 
Forest Van Slyck, New York, 
executive secretary, straddled 
the issue. She said she did not

work, but that 
they had a_ legitimate 
place in society fashion 
displays where people 
come to see the models 
more than the frocks.

Then she read the text of a pro- 
posed resolution addressed to the 
Junior League and the dress shop 
proprietors of Fifth avenue, as fol- 
lows: “We, the undersigned profes- 
sional models, firmly protest against 
the prevalent practice of debutantes and 
society women acting as mannequins at 
fashion shows and shops, which we claim 
deprives deserving trained models, experi- 
enced in the field, of more than 1000 
jobs a year. 

“It has been proven that modeling is a 
specialized profession and one that requires 
expert tutelage. It is not fair for inex:

SEATTLE, Washington. 

E PESTERED me 
66 —s0 I killed him!’’ 
The speaker was 
Charles G. Duke, 
61-year-old wealthy 
Seattle property 
owner. 

And lying on the 
sidewalk before 
him was a tragic, 
yet ludicrous heap. It was the body 
of a man, shot through the heart. A 
battered silk hat had rolled off a little 
to one side; a dingy, frock-like coat 
was swathed about the figure; andina 
stiffening hand was clutched a broom- 
stick, held as if it were a cane. An 
imitation monocle had clattered down 
from one of the dead man’s eyes. 

The body was that of Dr. Leon W. 
Squier, osteopath, the man Duke said 
had bothered him. The outlandish 
costume had been Dr. Squier’s own 
idea. Friends say he was a great 
prankster. And he had paid for his 
last one with his life. 

Duke made no effort to flee after 
he had shot Dr. Squier. He waited 
calmly until police came and arrested 
him, and he readily confessed the 
Slaying. ‘‘He pestered me—so I killed 
him!" Duke kept repeating, and he 
has been repeating it ever since, add- 
ing only, “God knows I'm in the 
right.’’ 

Such was Seattle’s now widely 
known “pester killing.’’ No back- 
woods feud ever has been more fan- 
tastic than this quarrel between two 
men which reached its grim conclu- 
sion on a busy street in the Fairview 
business district of this Washington 
city one day last month. 

It seems that some two years ago 
Dr. Squier and Dr. N. E. Nelson, a 
dentist, shared office space in a build- 
ing owned by Duke. Times were hard 
and collections were poor. The two 
doctors got behind about $750 in their 
rent. Duke insisted upon collecting 
his money, and the tenants tried to 
compromise with him. Finally Duke 
brought suit against them. The case 
was settled out of court, Duke receiv- 
ing about $250. 

But Duke was not content to call 
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the matter quits for $250. Soon, in 
the show window of a vacant store 
building belonging to him in the 
neighborhood, passersby were amused 
to see a large photograph of Dr. 
Squier. 

Beneath it was scrawled in large 
letters: ‘“‘Why doesn’t this man pay 
his bills?’’ 

Residents of the district regarded 
Duke as a ‘“‘close’’ business man, in- 
clined to fret over money matters, 
and they laughed at that first sign. 

They laughed later when Dr. Squier 
moved into a house in the neighbor- 
hood, and Duke appeared across the 
street shouting, ‘“‘How much are stucco 
houses renting for? Do you pay for 
that house like you paid for my of- 
fice?’’ 

While Dr. Squier and Dr. Nelson 
were outfitting a new office after hav- 
ing moved from Duke's building, Duke 
called to them, for the whole world 
to hear: “I own those partitions that 
are going in. That's my furniture and 
my linoleum!” 

And, Dr. Nelson asserts, Duke came

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to their office once, and in the pres- 
ence of patients of both, demanded, 
“Why don’t you pay your honest 
debts?’’ 

Dr. Squier’s friends speak of him 
as having been a good-natured, jovial 
man. He was amused by Duke's 
antics. He retaliated, neighbors say. 
only by ‘‘kidding’’ the displeased el- 
derly man. These occasions Duke 
now describes as ‘pestering him in 
front of other people.’’

HERE were no patients in Dr. 

| Squier’s office that afternoon of 

the tragedy, and Dr. Nelson was 

equally unoccupied. They decided 

they would go down the street and 
tease ‘‘old man Duke.”’ 

Dr. Squier liked to indulge in ama- 
teur theatricals; he was a great hand 
for ‘‘dressing up.’’ So, smilingly, he 
donned the long black coat, the bat- 
tered ‘‘topper,’’ a monocle twisted 
from a piece of wire. The broomstick 
cane was a final touch. 

Swinging it as jauntily as any dandy 
from Piccadilly, he and Dr. Nelson 
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sauntered the short distance to where 
Duke was tending flowers in the park- 
ing strip in front of one of his build- 
ings. 

As they approached Duke, Dr. 
Squier altered his gait. He began to 
limp. It was a limp just such as Duke 
had acquired a month earlier. People 
in the neighborhood, noticing Duke's 
lameness and knowing of his dislike 
for Dr. Squier, had teased the old man 
about it a little. ‘‘You ought to se: 
Dr. Squier about that limp,’ they 
would chide him, and Duke would go 
away, not liking it. 

Perhaps it was the  osteopath’'s 
mocking limp that enraged Duke so 


much as Dr. Squier and Dr. Nelson 


approached. This is what Dr. Nelson 
says happened: 

“Dr. Squier was actine funny with 
the hat and cane, and Duke shouted 
for us to come closer. As we crossed 
the street and drew near, Duke pulled 
a gun from his pocket. Dr. Squier 
said something, and Duke fired, the 
bullet striking Dr. Squier squarely in 
the heart. The doctor fell dead.’’ 

That ‘‘something’’ Dr. Squier said, 
it is related, included a mocking query 
if Duke were a ‘‘real Duke of the 
peerage.’’ 

“Tt was a joke that ended in trag- 
edy,’’ says Dr. Nelson now, shaking 
his head sadly. 

Duke’s version of the shooting, giv- 
en to police immediately afterward, 
was a little different. 

“T was out in front of my place, 
minding my own business, when I saw 
them across the street,’’ he explained. 
‘“T think they were going to beat me 
up. I went into my room in the rear 
of the building and got my pistol, slip- 
ping it into my right-hand pocket. 
Then I took my pitchfork and went 
back to work in my flower patch. 

“The two doctors crossed the street 
and started toward me. I took out 
my pistol. Dr. Squier said, ‘I’m not 
afraid of him. I'll take his pistol

away from him and beat him up,’ or 
something.

After his first night in jail, Duke 
asserted he had spent the entire time 
in prayer. ‘I kept my mind on God 
all night long,’’ he declared. ‘I didn’t 
sleep a wink. I'll answer only to God 
for what I’ve done. He knows | 
was in the right.’’

There was no conversation as the 
two groups of officers met, the party 
merely combining and moving out the 
waiting room door and across the sta- 
tion plaza toward automobiles that 
would carry the prisoner the 35 miles 
on to Leavenworth. They reached the 
cars and some of the men got in, while 
others prepared to enter other cars to 
form the escort for the prisoner. 
Quickly and with deadly precision 
came a sharp command: ‘Reach up, 
higher, higher, higher!" One of the of-

whom the command had come.

Slaughter. This was that the gunners 
were there to kill Nash and that they 
shot the officers also in making their 
escape. According to this theory, 
Nash was marked for death because it 
was feared by other criminals that he 
had ‘“‘snitched"’ or would ‘“snitch’’ on 
them. In support of this reasoning, it 
was pointed out that the usual prac- 
tice is for one prison guard to return 
& man to prison; that a guard of 
several officers indicates need of pro- 
tecting the prisoner from underworld 
enemies—particularly a prisoner who 
is considered valuable for information 
he may give. Furthermore, there was 
evidence that Nash was killed in the 
first volley from the gunmen, and it 
was argued that gangsters who were 
risking their lives to rescue a pal 
would be more careful than that. 
Whichever explanation is correct, 
ordinary reasoning told the investigat- 
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once. 

Further, it became known that the 
criminal's associates were familiar 
with the route to Leavenworth, and 
this information, the Government al- 
leges, was transmitted by Mrs. Nash 
to Louis (Doc) Stacci, at a roadhouse 
in Chicago. Following the chain of 
events, it was disclosed that Stacci put 
in a call to 6612 Edgevale road, Kan- 
sas City, the home of Verne C, Miller, 
a former South Dakota peace officer 
who had thrown in his lot with crim- 
inals and who was known to authori- 
ties as a professional machine gunner. 

Miller was on a golf course, so a 
woman the Government says was Vivi- 
an Mathis, alias Mrs. Verne Miller, vol- 
unteered to take the word to Miller 
that Nash and the officers were due in 
Kansas City at 7:15 o'clock the morn- 
ing of June 17. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Nash had 
been taken by Galatas to the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Herb Farmer at Joplin, 
Missouri, where other telephone calls 


County Sheriff. Thomas B. Bash, 
who stood high in the estimation of 
peace officers, since he had killed 
three gangsters in an open fight some 
months previously. Carefully Miller's 
home was searched. Every object that 
might have a bearing on the case was 
scrutinized minutely. Sheriff Bash 
even picked up beer bottles for pos- 
sible fingerprints. He found one print, 
of utmost importance it developed 
when the print was classified. It was 
the imprint of one of the thumbs of 
“Pretty Boy” Floyd. 

Only the day before the killings 
Floyd and Richetti had kidnaped 
Sheriff Jack Killingsworth of Bolivar, 
Missouri, made him ride with them as 
a hostage and had freed him in the 
central industrial district in Kansas 
City. That means Floyd and Richetti 
were in Kansas City less than 12 hours 
before the affray and that they had 
met Miller. It had to be the night 
before the killings, for Miller had 
served them with beer and here 


LaCapra, known enemy of the slain 
John Lazia, king of the Kansas City 
racketeers, Democratic lieutenant and 
often called the overlord of the Po- 
lice Department, was removed from 
Kansas to Sheriff Bash’s jail in Kan- 
sas City on a Federal motor car 
charge. And, in the sanctuary of the 
death cell LaCapra began to talk 
about John Lazia, about attempts on 
his own life, which he laid at the 
door of Lazia’s men, who were in- 
tent on avenging their chieftain. 
From LaCapra'’s lips came a start- 
ling story about the Union Station 
crime. 

LaCapra said, according to authori- 
tative sources, that Verne Miller first 
attempted to arrange for Nash's deliv- 
ery with the aid of local gangsters, 
but that Lazia told him he would not 
permit “his boys’ to participate in 
the affair. Lazia, according to La- 
Capra's version, told Miller there 
were two available men in town, and 
referred the gunner to Floyd and Rt.

Eternal vigilance is the 
price of superior cooking 
as well as of liberty, in 
Mrs. Taylor’s' opinion. 
That, and taking pains. 

“IT never leave the stove 
when I'm cooking,’ she 
says. ‘‘And I never stop 
tasting. You've simply got 
to watch a meal in the 
making. You can’t put 
something on the stove, 
then go and take a nap and expect 
it to turn out perfectly. When I 
for example, I keep 


basting it almost continually. 

‘“‘A cook should be willing to go 
to all sorts of trouble to get re- 
sults. When I told a cook once 
how to prepare a certain dish 
which contained sieved chicken 
livers, she said the livers would 
have to be cooked before they 
could be put through the sieve. I 
said no, they should be sieved raw 
so that the proper flavor would 
be obtained by cooking them in 


the pulpy state. She said it 
couldn't be done. So I put them 
through the sieve myself. It took 


me all afternoon but I think the 
result was worth the trouble.”’ She 
smiled as if savoring again that 
toothsome product of her skill. 
Mrs. Taylor is very appreciative of 
good food. Unlike many women, 
she enjoys eating what she her- 
self has cooked. 

The most difficult thing to 
cook? ‘“‘An omelette,’ says Mrs. 
Taylor unhesitatingly, ‘is, I think, 
the hardest to get just right. The 
greatest dexterity is required to 
make it hold together and still 
be smooth and fluffy. The eggs 
must be given just the right 
amount of beating, the cooking 
must be timed almost to the sec- 
ond, it must be flipped in just the 
right way. The pan should be of 
just the proper size; incidentally, 
there should be a pan for ome- 
lettes which is not used for any- 
thing else. I am opposed to the 
use of flour thickening or milk.

has lost the bitterness engendered 
by lifelong experience with Bal- 
‘kan quarrels, he still becomes pas- 
sionate in describing the Turkish 
oppression of his people. 


Mace- 


donians had to wear a distinctive 


sash and walk in the streets with 
their heads bowed and their hands 
in a supplicating attitude. If one 
went down the street looking 
jaunty and carefree, he was a 
marked man. Their rulers de- 
manded abject humility. Their 
judges were stupid and indiffer- 
ent. There were summary execu- 
tions and no civil justice. 

“The result of this,’’ Kanazireff 
says, ‘‘was that we had to lie and 
simulate and hide our feelings. 
This developed features not so 
pleasant in our people. They be- 
came cruel as a result of sudden, 
unjustified killings. We bore the 
Turkish yoke for many cen- 
turies.”” His English intonation 
has in it traces of Russian, Turk- 
ish, French, Bulgarian, Slovene— 
all of which he speaks fluently. 

Kanazireff's own family (there 
were eight children, four boys and 
four girls) were less restricted 
than most, for the father was po- 


litically prominent and acted as 
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emissary to the Turkish provin- 
cial authorities. This gave them 
greater boldness than some of 


their neighbors, and got them into 
no end of trouble, but he himself 
kept out of the strife for a time. 
After he had finished school, he 
was sent to the Military College 
at Sofia. There young Kanazireff 
acquired a deep love for the Bul- 
garians and strengthened his an- 
tipathy for Greeks, Serbs and 
Turks. When he was graduated 
in 1901 he became an officer in 
the Bulgarian Army. 

Two years later the rebellion 
was ripe and Kanazireff had to 
leave the Bulgarian Army to go 
home and fight for his own peo- 
ple. He describes the war-like 
bands, the comitadji, one of which 
he led, and shows you a book of 
photographs, strangely reminis- 
cent of an 1890 college year book, 
except that most of the presidents 
of the ‘‘fraternities’’ are shown 
dead on the battlefield. The Mace- 
donians were reconciled to identi- 
fying themselves with Bulgaria 
if they could break the oppres- 
sive yoke of Turkey. 
Joe three other patriots to go 

to Razlog and organize Bulgar- 
fan sentiment among the towns- 
people. The Turks discovered the 
plan, which would have resulted in 
the seizure of the town. They an- 
ticipated Kanazireff’s group. On a 
certain day Turkish troops, mobi- 
lized in the mosques, rushed out, 
burned half the town and killed 
more than a hundred people. The 
conspirators had to flee to the 
mountains. 

Kanazireff’s sister disguised 
herself as a gypsy girl, went to 
the house where he had last stay- 
ed. It was burned to the ground. 
She poked in the ashes and found 
a charred lump of wood, resem-

bling a leg. Immediately she iden- 


tified it as her brother’s—-and 
fainted. 
But Viadimir Kanaztreff was 


far away by this time. With the 
downfall of the general uprising 
he had worked so hard at, he 
went back to Sofia and rejoined 
the army. He knew that his com- 
patriots were resorting to dyna- 
mite terrorism, but felt that he 
could serve best as an officer, not 
as a bomb thrower. He remained 
away from home and waited. 
Meanwhdle, his desire to be a 
diplomat became more urgent. 
When a brother-in-law who lived 
in America offered to support him 
if he came here to study, he left 
the army again and traveled to 
Granite City, Illinois. Unfortunate- 
ly, he had not taken the depres- 
sion of 1907 into consideration. 
When he arrived here his brother- 
in-law had become bankrupt and 
was unable to help him ip any 
way. So he was forced to earn 
a living by teaching French. One 
of his pupils, the daughter of 


Dr. August Rooch, a St. Louis phy- 
sician, became his wife. 

Still eager to get into diplom- 
acy, he decided to get the rest of 
his education in Paris. He left 
St. Louis, entered the Sorbonne at 
Paris University and supported 
himself with a small job at the 
Bulgarian legation. His special 
studies there were in history and 
law: he was already a good lin- 
guist. It seemed for a time that 
his ambition would be satisfied at 
last. But he had been at Paris 
only a short time when the First 
Balkan War broke out. Leaving 
his wife with their year-old baby, 
he turned back to the Balkans. 
Personal ambition and devotion to 
his family seem never to have 
been motives equal in force to 
Viadimir Kanazireff's patriotism. 
He was not to see his young wife 
and their child again for years. 

The Balkans wars were too com- 
plex to describe in any analytical 
way here. Suffice it to recollect 
that they were fought during 1912 
and 1913; that Bulgaria, Serbia, 
Greece and Montenegro were al- 
lied against Turkey. Afterwards, 
Turkey and Rumania intervened 
when the allies disagreed and be- 
gan cutting each other’s throats, 
that constituting the Second Bal- 
kan War. The first war was fought 
on three fronts, one of which cov- 
ered most of Thrace, a triangular 
province, the eastern angle of 
which was Constantinople. The 
western ‘‘leg’’ opposite Constanti- 
nople was the Bulgarian frontier. 

Kanazireff's part in the con- 
quest was highly important, 
though obscure. It was his duty 
to prevent the Turks from landing 
reinforcements on the shore of the 
Sea of Marmara, a large part of 
their troops being bottled up in

“Tt ig foolish to say society girls 
are inferior models. If they were, 
they wouldn't be hired. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I think they’re better. 
Even the amateurs you see in 
charity fashion shows are better.” 

Elsie Little, tall, blond daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Kobbe Little, 101 East 
Seventy-second street, agreed. 

“I don't believe any girl should 
work if she doesn’t have to,’’ Miss 
Little said. ‘‘But girls who need 
the money, as I do, have just as 
much right to work as any other 
girls, even if they are in society. 
I need the work desperately. It’s 
hard and tiring and you don’t do 
it for fun. It is interesting, but 
sometimes I put in 10 and 12 
hours a day.,’’ 


“TI certainly don't model for 


fun,’’ declared Mary Taylor. “I 
do it for money and because I 
need what I earn.’’ 

Mimi Richardson, another post- 
deb, said: ‘‘It shouldn’t make any 
difference whether a girl is in so- 
clety or not, if she needs the mon- 
ey. Society girls work just as 
hard as the others, and no one 
gives them any preference.” 


ANCY VANE, daughter of 
N« old Philadelphia family, 

said: “I work because I 
need the money. The depression 
just sort of centered around the 
Vane family—and that’s what put 
me to work.” 

Said Katherine Pell of Park 
avenue: “I don’t think any girl 
should compete in a_ profession 
like this just for a lark. But 
neither do I think she should be 
banned because she’s a society 
girl.’’ 

So far, the earnings of the so- 
ciety models have not endangered 
the working girls who top their 
profession, such as Winifred 
Strickland, Betty Wyman, Frances 
Joyce and Alice Lorraine. But 
they have taken a heavy toll in 
the ranks, and if they continue to 
believe their own stories of the 
dire poverty in Park avenue’s du- 


plex apartments, their inroads will 
be even more disastrous. 

The reason? John Robert Pow- 
ers, the town's outstanding model- 
ing impresario, tells why: “Clients 
no longer want the theatrical type 
of girl for posing. They want the 
girl who looks as though she has 
just stepped out of Meadowbrook. 
She must either be in the Social 
Register or look as if she ought 
to be in it. She’s got to look 
Park avenue. The chorus girl type 
is out. Modeling used to be done 
mostly by actresses, but society 
women are dominating the field 
now. 

‘Tl don't mean my models have 
to be society girls. It doesn't mat- 
ter whether a girl is born on Sut- 
ton place or Second avenue, if she 
has that unmistakable smartness. 
When I get a call for a debutante 
type, I don’t say to my secretary: 
‘Give me a debutante type.’ I say: 
‘Send me someone who looks like 
a debutante.’ Many girls from 
modest homes have an innate 
smartness. Well, maybe not many, 
perhaps one in 100,000. But they 
have the same chance as the Jun- 
ior Leaguer. Some girls from 
Second avenue actually become 
advertising symbols for Park 
avenue,”’

the Dardanelles. He was then a 
Major in command of two battali- 
ons stationed near Shar Keuli. For 
his valorous action in defending 
that port with exhausted troops, 


outnumbered 100 to 1, he was 
awarded Bulgaria’s Medal of 
Bravery. It was at that battle 


that the Turks executed 25 severe- 
ly wounded Bulgarians under the 
flag of the Red Cross. Kanazi- 
reff has never forgotten the at- 
tendant horrors. 

After the Balkan Wars he went 
back to Paris and was graduated 
in 1914. The following year he 
got his appointment as consul to 
Petrograd, but had only held it a 
few months when his country en- 
tered the World War as an ally of 
Germany. He was made Chief of 
Staff of the so-called Occupation 
Brigade in Serbia and was

The latter 
says he would like to spend more 
time helping his much-injured 
country get straightened out. But 
he has not the opportunity and rec- 
onciles himself by reading every 
scrap of political news that comes 
to him. At heart Vladimir Ka- 
nazireff is still a Macedonian | 
leader of comitadji, however well , 
tempered by experience.
